SHANGHAI. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Saanauar, Nov. 30, 1869. 


I last wrote you by the P. and O. extra steamer Ganges, to Suez 
Since then but little of importance has transpired, the outports equally 
with Shanghai may be said to be in a state of almost s tion. 

Telegrams by Kiatcha, dated London, 5th and 12th Oct., to 
hand, the former on the 31st ultimo (27 days), and the] latter on 
Nov. 2 (22 days). 

The festivities attending on the sojourn of the Prince had 
hardly come to an end, when the bi-annual holidays consequent on 
the races, set in. Racing in Shanghai is not now what it was of 
yore ; the expensive English racer, the thoroughbred Australian, 
the fleet Arab, now give place to the China pony. The interest 
of the multitude, if one can so demoninate the Shanghai com- 
munity, has almost vanished, what there is, is centred in the few 
interested in racing. Many, especially the ladies, who formerly 
graced the Grand Stand with their presence, avail with their hus- 
bands of the opportunity to “run up country,” or make an excur- 
sion in the Ningpo district. 

The Revised ‘land Regulations for the Municipal Government 
have been provisionally approved by the representatives of the 
Foreign Powers at Peking. One month hence Shanghai will 
cease to be the solitary exception of a place, though self-governed 
has not the power to enforce the rules that may be made. Indeed, 
as Sir Edmund Hornby said, “there is no place which has so 
thoroughly understood the object which self-government has in 
viow, or oue which greater personal sacrifices have been voluntarily 
made for the general good.” 

I enclose you a correspondence between Messrs. Jardine, Mathe- 
sen and Co. and Sir Rutherford Alcock, on the subject of the 
“ T’sung Yang claims.” The correspondence, I trust, you will pub- 
lish in full, that Englishmen may know from the representative 
of their country in China that when an act of injustice is perpe- 
trated on an Englishman, he can hope for no redress, such is the 
moral of Sir Rutherfurd Alcock’s letters of the 23rd Nov., 1s6x, 
and 15th Oct. 1869. 

On the Ist inst. the new light-house on Gutzlaff Island exhibite:l 
a fixed white light at an elevation of 270 feet, illuminating in clear 
weather a radius of over twenty miles. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock was to leave Peking on the lst, en roxte 
for England. Mr. Hart was to leave on the 10th, and will most 
likely stay south during the winter. 

Another correspondent writes us :— 

The bonding system will be adopted here very soon, I believe 
next China New Year, as Mr. Dick is very aux ious forit. 
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” James Porter goes home by this mail, and is to return early in 
1870, to take home several Chinese, who will study in Kurope—at 
whose expense I cannot quite make out. His schemes are ahead 
of the times. 

Several new buildings are going up here, and builders scarce 
in consequence. Rice is getting dear here, and in Japan it is 
very dear. Northern trade is excessively dull, and though most 
people look for better prices for Shirtings, I can only see lower 
rates coming. Stocks very heavy ; plenty afloat, and lower quota- 
tions. Llere we haye no demand, and speculators anxious to sell.

A short while ago the /tccorder published the following trans- 
lation of a notice which has been extensively posted in the settle- 


ment by the new Taocutai :— 
Prostitutes, hy far too numerous and utterly inconsistent with 


right, must return to their native plages within one month from 
date. Prostitute owners and house owners warned that, if any are 
found after that date, the women will be taken charge of by the 
Government and disposed of to their friends or relations, the 
owners punished severely, and the houses confiscated by the Go- 


vernment. 

New brooms are always anxious to sweep exceedingly clean, and 
the accession of different Taoutais to office is generally marked 
by a proclamation against some prevailing form of error. 
the coolness of the threat to confiscate Chinese house property in 
the foreign settlement has never yet been cqualled. We have no 
doubt his Excellency’s mistake has, ere this, becn pointed out to 


him. The interference with tenants is also a great stretch of 


rerogative, and, if carried out on this side, would simply result 
in changing the venus to the French side, where, we may be sure, 
nothing of the kind would be tolerated. The evil is not to be 
remedied by any such measures as the Taoutai proposes. Indeed, 
it is very likely he never meant to give effect to his threat, but 
simply to score a cheap notch to the credit of his morality. Such 
proclamations, however, are not altogether innocent, as they open 
a door to squeezing and bullying. 

We have sume further particulars of the loss of the North- 
German barque Baltimore. The nature of the cargo which she 
had on board shows what a conflagration it must have been, and 
how quickly the vessel must have been consumed. She carried 
1,481.40 piculs cotton, 7,520 piculs peas, 125 piculs assorted paints, 
100 gallons paint oil, 2,600 gallons kerosine oil, besides sundries. 
The cotton was stored in the lower hold, and the kerosine oil, 
paints, &c., between decks. After being at sea for a few days 
smoke was noticed to emerge from the hatches, which were imme- 
diately opened. An examination was made, but nothing in the 
shape of fire was to be secn. The captain, however, took precau- 
tions, and had all the kerosine thrown overboard; but, to the 
astonishment of everyone, the next day the ship was found to be 
on fire ; and, seeing there was nothing to be done to save her, she 
was abandoned. As we stated before, some of the crew have 
arrived safely at Nagasaki, but nothing has been heard of the re- 
mainder, though it is hoped that they may be safe in some bay 
not very distant from Nagasaki. 

We hear that M. Rochechouart, the French Chargé d’Affaires, 
has been recalled. This is to be regretted, as M. Rochechouart 
understands Chinese politics, and will probably be replaced by a 
man who has all to learn. 





HONG KONG. 
The China Mail of the 5th Nov. contains the following account 
of a ball given in honour of H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh, on the 


poets evening :—The festivities consequent on the visit of 


R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh to this cotony may be said to 
have culminated in the grand ball given in honour of the Royal 
visitor at the new City Hall. Seldom have the “pomp and cir- 
cumstance’’ peculiar to a large public dancing assembly been dis- 
played with better effect than on the present occasion. The 
various advantages and beauties of the City Hall building as a 
pe institution are better seen by night than by day ; and in the 

ll blaze of light thrown round it (outside and inside) on this oc- 
casion ; the spacious, suitable, handsome and metropolitan appear- 
ance of the building was remarked by all. The fine sweep of esplanade 
was well lit up by the illuminated transparency of “ Galatea” (which 

’ successful piece of art was painted by an amateur for Mr. Sander’s 
illumination), and by fitful gleams from the crackling and hissing 
display of Chinese pyrotechny on the parade ground adjoining. 
The gaslight all over that part of the building occupied on this 
occasion—hall, stairway, ante-rooms, ball-room and supper-room — 
was a perfect and unqualified success; and the dazzle and splen- 
dour which peculiarly belong to such assemblies were never seen 
to greater advantage than they were last night. This auspicious

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result, then, forms a most important segment of the great round of 
success with which the City Hall has been so far attended. 

Punctually at ten o’clock, His Royal Hizhness was received on 
the main staircase by the committee, a guard of honour of the 
25th Regt. being drawn up inside the building. H.R.H. was 
accompanied by Sir R. G@. MacDonnell and Lady MacDonnell, and 
other distinguished guesta. On reaching the ball-room (which 
was beautifully decorated with armorial shields and wreathed 
with festoons of evergreens and flowers), dancing commenced, 
the Prince opening the ball with Lady MacDonnell, and dancing 
in the first waltz. After three :or four dances had been got 
through, the Prince retired to a private room in which two or 
three gentlomen unconnected with his suite were honoured with 
& private ‘reception. About half-past twelve, the strains of the 
iper sounded the call to supper, and the sturdy 
man of Huntly led the way to the supper-room, where four tables 
were magnificently laid out, at the head of the first of which sat 
the Hon. W. Keswick, Chairman of the Committee. The Prince 
(with Lady MacDonnell) sat on the chairman’s right, while the 
Governor (with Mrs. Pollard) occupied the seat next the chair to 
the left. Less than half of those present found seats at the first 
relay. After supper the chairman gave the toast of “ The Queen,” 
which was responded to with all the honours. He next gave the 
toast of “The Prince and Princess of Wales, and the remainder of 
the Royal Family,” coupled with the health of the Duke of Edin- 
burgh. ‘The toast he was sure would be received with enthu- 
siasm. They were proud of their Royal Family, and justly so; and 
they were proud of the Prince and Princess of Wales, who, for 
their many good qualities, were belove:l throughout the land, and 
for their generous sympathies were endeared to the hearts of all 
the people. (Cheers.) There was a peculiar significance given to 
the tuast on the present occasion, and never before had Hong 
Kong enjoyed the honour of coupling with it the name of one of 
its members, our Sailor Prince (cheers)—our Sailor Prince whom 
they were proud to receive amongst them, and give him that hos- 
pitality which they could offer. He called upon them to drink 
the toast with enthusiasm and with all the honours; and leading 
off the “hip, hip, hurrah,” the cheers then rang round for an in- 
definite period, and were renewed on the Duke rising to respond. 

When the excitement had ceased, H.R.1I. spoke as follows :-— 
Ladies and Gentlemen, I thank you most heartily for the kind 
manner in which you have responded to the toast ; I thank you 
for the manner in which have received it, and I thank the chair- 
man for the kind words he has just used and the manner in which 
he alluded to my brother and sister-in-law. (Loud cheers.) I 
thank you also for the manner in which you have received the 
toast as coupled with my name, and for the reception and welcome 
you have given me in Hong Kong—(cheers)—as equal to the most 
hearty and enthusiastic I have ever received in any portion of the 
Queen’s dominions. (Great cheering.) On such an occasion like the 
present the fewer words spoken the better, and if I say more, or 
whatever more I might say, it will possibly rather take away than 
otherwise from the feelings I wish to express, viz., my sense of 
theJkind manner in which you have received me. I would now 
ask you to drink’ another toast, “The Prosperity of Hong Kong.” 
It is almost unnecessary, it might be said, to propose such a toast, 
for, when one enters a palace such as this, that prosperity is evi- 
dently already guaranteed. I now ask you to drink to “The 
Future Prosperity of Hong Kong.” The Duke—who was some- 
what nervous, but spoke in a most hearty and honest tone of the 
reception he had met with—led off, with a must hearty good-will, 
the old British cheer, which was as heartily responded to. 

The Hon. H. B. Gibb rose to respond, but with difficulty could 
obtain a quiet audience for some time. He believed that this was 
the first toast ever given in this colony by a Royal Prince. The 
gratification of the community was very great when it was made 
known that the Galatea’s cruise was to be extended to this colony, 
and that in it was a son of that noble woman whom we call Sove- 
reign. (Cheers.) It reminded them of “ Hone, sweet Home,” Great 
Britain, whither they often looked. Their home is ruled by a 
Sovereign beloved and respected by those on the Continent and 
in America as well as by iHiemsalves and to whom they were all 
so much attached as their most gracious Sovereign. (Cheers.) 
When they knew that the Galatea was coming to their little 
island, every British heart was animated with feeling and desire 
to give an united and hearty welcome to her son, our Sailor 
Prince. (Great cheering.) Though far distant and limited in num- 
bers, their hearts were large, and he was sure that no hearts 
beat with greater loyalty than those of the colonists of Hong 
Kong. He agreed that these were not occasions when long 
speeches should be made ; and he would return, on behalf of the 

olony, their heartful thanks for the honour done them by this 
toast. His Royal Highness might be assured that, when he went, 
he would take with him all the good wishes of a dutiful com- 
munity. (Here the audience rose en masse and sang “ For he's a 
jolly good fellow,” amid repeated rounds of cheers.) 

The Chairman next proposed the toast of “ H. E. the Governor.” 
It was a toast that required few words, as the genial fare of the 
Governor would ensure that the toast would be responded to with 
enthusiasm. (Cheers.) H.E.the Governor then rose. He said 
it was very kind, at the present time, when their hearts were full 
of other feelings, to have drank his health ; and he thanked them 
for the manner they had received the toast, and for the few kind 
words with which the Chairman had introduced it. It was a very 
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sensible observation on the ee of their Royal guest, that the less 
said often left the better feeling ; but he would avail himself of 
the privilege which his ai gave him once again to express 
the joyous feeling felt by all when it was intimated that H.R.H. 
intended visiting this Colony, and the great and real pleasure which 
his actual visit had afforded. They did not welcome him simply as 
the son of a Queen who had identified herself with her people, and 
whoin the social relations of life showed a true and just appreciation 
of what was owing toa people governed by the truest principles of 
liberty. (Loud cheering). Even then their greeting would be of wel- 
come ; but one aspect of the subject had not been adverted to, 
and that was the character in which the Duke came amongst 
them, which hed earned him the popular name of “Our Sailor 
Prince.” (Great cheering). They were glad to say that he be- 
longed to that service—he meant no disparagement to the sister 
service when he said so—which was so peculiarly identified with 
the glories of the Empire, and with its security at the present 
moment. (Cheers.) It was with gladness they welcomed him, 
belonging to that noble service which had so high a claim to respect 
from a working colony ; and this colony he looked upon as a colony 
of working men. Onlya quarter of a century since (as Admiral 
Keppel said the other night) an official report was sent home 
to the effect that there was building space on the island of Hong 
Kong for only one house; and now you see a splendid city and a 
- great emporium of commerce ; and they might be assured that it 
was working men who built such a city. (G-eat cheering.) A few 
yards from the hall windows, there came and went some 4,000,000 
tons of shipping every year ; and he repeated, that they all the 
more rejoiced to realise in their Royal visitor a truly working man; 
he was more than the son of their respected Queen ; he had shown 
himself able to fulfil the duties of the position in which he was 
placed ; and this was a community which could duly appre- 
ciate that. (Much cheering.) He had no doubt that his 
Royal Highness had good interest and “good chances carly 
in life—(laughter)—but the question was had he not earned 
his rank of post-captain. (Crics of “Yes.”) Sir Harry 
Keppel told him the other day that he never inspected a 
vessel in better order or that reflected greater credit on her cap- 
tain than the (ia/atea, and that the Duke commanded his own 
vessel thoroughly. (Immense cheering.) Allow me (turning to 
the Prince) to welcome you as a working man toa working colony, 
and a hard-working colony. It may seem to be a questionable 
compliment, but it is nevertheless a true one. Everything (H.E. 
eontinued) was not a privilege in his office ; but it had given him 
great pleasure to do what he could, in his humble way, to make 
the visit of H.R.O. to this colony as comfortable as possible. 
(immense cheering.) : 

After a short visit to the ball-room, the Duke retired ; but danc- 
ing was kept up till four o’clock, at which time much of the offi- 
cial tone resolved itself into a “ jolly good fellow” kind of expres- 
sion. Altogether, from the moment the Duke stepped on the 
wharf officially, not a single hitch has taken place in all the 
festivities of which the City Hall has been the chief centre; and 
a large share of credit must fall to the committee who have been 
80 untiring im their successful efforts to make everything run 
smoothly.

MANILA. 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

Manila has risen up and cast off the dulness that the late 
earthquakes and other sundry evils with which she has been 
afflicted of late had thrown her into. The expected visit of Prince 
Alfred has been announced, and orders from the Municipal Coun- 
cil have appeared for owners of houses from the quay where 
H.RB.H. is to land up to the residence which is to be offered him, 
to clean and paint up their faces, 2.¢., of their houses, and put their 
best looks on ; not satisfied with this, a commission has been nomi- 
nated to decorate certain residences, triumphal arches, &c., and 
illuminations are to be made on the greatest scale ever yet seen in 
this “ Pearl of the Ocean.” Roads are being repaired and swept 
elean and many other preparations made, that H.R.H. may have 

lain sailing from the moment he steps on this hospitable shore. 

he Municipal Council have voted ten dhiouiand dollars for 
preliminary expenses, and a carte blanche for any further expendi- 
ture necessary to give H.R.H. a most hearty welcome during his 
stay in this capital. Two grand balls are announced, one on his 
arrival, the other on the eve of his departure, and both the beauti- 
ful and ugly sex are busily employed hunting up recherché ma- 
terials for dress. Shopkeepers meet and congratulate one another, 
and bless the Duke for the movement he has caused in their dul- 
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ness ; kid gloves have to be cleaned for want of new ones, all 
bought up; tailors refuse orders for dress until further notice ; 
whilst even the turkeys, guessing their proximate fall, hang down 
their heads, and refuse to be fattened, even to please the receivers 
of a Royal Prince. Editorials have appeared in each of the (three) 
local newspapers, speaking in the highest terms of the Duke, and 
calling upon the subjects of Spain to give him a right royal wel- 
come, not only for the honour such a personage does them in his 
visit, but also for the good and virtuous family he belongs to. 
Besides the two State balls there are many others projected, which, 
if accepted by his Royal Highness, would detain him in Manila 
many days more than he intends. English residents of Manila 
have met, and subscribed for a ba! aucostume du prys; also uvisy 
discussions have been made re:pecting the presentation of an ad- 
dress to his Royal Highness from the loyal British subjects resid- 
ing at Manila. The great difficulty appears to be that three or 
four heads of mercantile firms consider they have a rixht to 
dictate for the mob, and be their sole representatives ; whilst 
the generality of true-born Englishmen think they have a rizht to 
know the purport of and form in which the address in their name 
is to be presented. The finest house in Manila has been fittel up 
by the Municipal Council for his Royal Highness to reside at 
whilst on shore, the chefs du cuisine have been sought. and [ndian 
hunters have been sent to the mountains to prepare to send duwn 
daily wild boar, venison, &c.

This considerable advance is cuiefly 
owed to some important orders laid down here by last home mail 
with tonnage provided for in Hong Kong, the execution of which 
was so much hurried that Chinese were losing on every preceding 
contract and could at last only by a considerable advantaxse be 
induced to enter into new engagements. At the same time the 
quality of the grain became daily worse and the present shipments 
consist of mere Vinhlong cargo rice, containing a great deal of 
dust and broken grain. Since a few daya prices are however on 
the decline, and two contracts have been passed at 31.63.

Mr. Parker, from Saigon, one of the promoters of the telegraph 
to Hong Kong, in conjunction with Messrs. A. Heard and Co., has 
been here for some time making the necessary arrangements. 

The annual meeting of the Presbyterian Mission was held on the 
29th Oct. 

Rev. N. A. McDonald preached the annual sermon. It was an 
historical discourse, showing that amid the changes and improve- 
ments of the age, Christianity was steadily progressing. 

After the sermon, the Presbytery sat in session. Sire. McFar- 
land read the minutes of last year’s meeting, which were adopted. 

Officers for this year were then elected as follows :—Rev. 8. G. 
McFarland, moderator; Rev. S. R. House, M.D., temporary clerk. 
The roll was then called, the members present answered to their 
names, and excuses from the absentees were read. 

It was voted—that Rev. Mr. VanDyke, of the Presbytery of 
Raritan, and the Baptist missionaries be cordially invited to a seat 
as corresponding members of the Presbytery. 

Rev. Mr. Carrington, of the Presbytery of New Brunswick, pre- 
sented a letter from that body dismissing him to join the Presby- 
tery of Siam. The letter was read, and Mr. Carrington was re- 
ceived, waiving in his case the usual examination. 

Mr. McFarland reported on behalf of the committee on the 
state of the Church that his report on that subject had been for- 
warded to the General Assembly of the U.S. of America, and also 
to the Synod of Albany. 

The Siam Advertiser has the following :— 


His Majesty, the Supreme King of Siam commenced the annual 
season of Temple Visitation by land on the 26th Oct. As soon as this 
is over he will immediately begin to visit by water. 

The four principal posts for the Mane connected with the ap- 
proaching cremation ceremonies of his late Majesty the King of 
Siam have arrived from the upper country. These immense tim- 
bers are 120 feet in length, eighteen feet of which is to be buried 
in the ground, and five feet in diameter at the large end. 

On the 28th there was a line of Siamese boats of all sizes, filled 
to their capacity of rowers and paddlers. The men and the wo- 
men, perhaps the latter formed the greater proportion, were gaily 
dressed. They paddled, and rowed, and cheerily sang, as now and 
then groups of boats were testing with each other their speed. 
This innumerable string of people and boats have been out paying 
the annual visit and devotions to the P’ra-chedi, at the mouth of 
the Chow Phyta River. To the credit of this mass of people we 
cheerfully record, we heard not a harsh word, saw none the worse 
for liquor, though all seemed to be full of animation and enjoy- 
ment. 

All the treaties which the great nations of the West have made 
with Siam have scrupulously guarded the persons and the pro- 

erty of their subjects, by exempting them in express stipulation 

rom Siamese jurisdiction. The Siamese cannot arrest, try, judge, 
sentence any subject of a treaty power. They cannot enter their 
premises to effect a seizure of persons or property, except by 
special permission from the Consul, having jurisdiction over said 
persons or said property. 

A special provision is made by which Siamese Custom House 
officers, properly accredited and properly uniformed, and the places 
are specified where, when, and how many such officers can board 
foreign vessels to watch and prevent those vessels from violating 
the express conditions of the Treaty. Ifthe premises of foreigners 
are entercd, and their vessels are boarded by officers, or in ways 
not specitically provided for by the particular treaty of the nation 
of the subject in question, the Siamese Government lays itself open 
to a breach of the express provisions of the treaty and its serious 
consequences. 

One Consul allowing the Siamese Government to act in a given 
way with those under his jurisdiction cannot give the Siamese 
Government the right to do the same act to the subjects of every 
other nation. Nor can the Siamese Government argue that a 
Christian, civilised, and an international law-observing nation, 
dues so-and-so, and therefore she may do likewise. She would be 
reasoning from a wrong stand-point, and hold herself up to con- 

tempt and ridicule. We have but one wish for Siam, and that is, 
may she make the greatest possible progress, and attain the highest 
type of national development.

“The revenue farms, for which I have accepted tenders for the 
year 1870, have been sold for £4,535. 

“ Adding to this the minor sources of local revenue, the total 
income for 1870 will be £7,361 10s. 

“ Adding to this the surplus from the present year available for 
next year’s expenditure, now certified by the auditor, there will 
be a total sum of £10,645 4s. 7d. in the Colonial Treasury to the 
credit of the Labuan Government in the year 1870. 

“ Looking to this favourable state of our finances, I am enabled 
to abolish two taxes—the salt farm and the Gambier farm—to in- 
crease the salaries of some of the civil officials, to contribute 
£1,000 to the Imperial Exchequer on account of the pay of the 
troops, and to appropriate a total sum of £6,727 5s. for the ex- 
pons of the colony, exclusive of the contribution to the Imperial 

xchequer. 

“This estimate of local expenditure includes a considerable 


sum which I propose to devote to the improvement of the town of 


Victoria. 
* Deducting all these expenses from the Colonial funds for 


1870, there will remain a surplus at the end of that year of £2,905 
9s. 7d. available for the expenditure of 1871. 


“In the year 1871 a new source of revenue will become pay- 


able, that is, £1,000 per annum from the Oriental Coal Company 
as the rent of the mines. 


“ The finances of the colony are, therefore, in a sound condition. 
“The revenue every month will be in excess of the monthly 


expenditure, and an increasing surplus can be laid by each year 
to form a consolidated fund for any extraordinary emergency. 


“ All this is done without import or export duties, tonnage 


dues, or any form of charge whatever upon trade or commerce ; 
and excise revenue is drawn from the 
mur, for it falls exclusively on luxuries.

BATAVIA. 
The Javasche Courant has the following items of news :— 


Report on the Chinchona Culture in Java, for the third quarter 


of the year 1869. The continuous drought, and strong winds durin, 

this quarter, were unfavourable to the plants. f 
slips 44,401 plants have been obtained, whereof 5,766 were Cali- 
sayas, 7,755 were Succirubras, 30,500 were Condamineas, and 880 
were Lancifolias. 22 boxes, containing altogether 269 Succirubras, 
and 1,581 Calisayas, have been sent to Pasaruan, Probolingo, Me- 
nado, the Moluccas, Celebes, and the West coast of Sumatra. In 
November some thousands more plants, which are now lying ready, 
will be distributed in various directions throughout Java, in order 


thereby to make experiments in the higher inhabited mountain 
tracts. 


From seeds an 


The first experimental gatherings have proved that, planted 


under favourable conditions the chinchona, if no adverse circum- 
stances happen, can yield within five or six years a very fair and 
significant produce. Forty calisaya trees, aged four and a-half 
years, produced 100 Amsterdam lbs. ; and twenty-nine eight-year- 


old trees of the same sort, 114 Amsterdam lbs. of dry bark. By 
the drying process the freshly gathered prodnct lost about 66 per 
cent. The trees which were cut down began to shoot out fresh 
sprouts from the stumps, so that in a few years they can be cut 
again like European copsewood. It is deserving of observation 
that in these experimental gatherings the best trees were not se- 
lected. Two of the most forward gardens were fixed upon for 
the operation. Some extensive plantations still remain very back- 
ward, in consequence of some malady, which may be ascribed to 
the inroads and influence of insects. The total number of chin- 
chona trees, large .and small, in every state of growth, may be 
estimated just now at 1,998,000. 

The N. B. Landelstad gives the following particulars of the 
difficulties which impede the construction and setting up the pro- 
posed statue of J. P. Kocn at Batavia. For the erection of the 
statue a sum of f.4,500 has been reserved from the moneys col- 
lected for celebrations attendant on the laying the first stone ; 
whilst in Holland, according to the last advices, a sum of f.6,000 
has been collected. So that on the whole, a sum of f.11,000 is now 
available. This sum is however far from being sufficiznt for the 
attainment of the object in view, and for which an amount of 
£.25,000 is judged necessary. Asa consequence to the decision of 
the Supreme Government “that there appear no reasons for & 
contribution from the national treasury, for the erection of a statue 
to Jan Pieters Zoon Koen ”—a fresh endeavour will now be made 
to procure the amount required, by a renewed appeal to the interest 
an in the matter by the inhabitants and eploniats of Northern 

ndia. 

On the 25th October the Governor-General turned the first sod 
of the Batavia and Buitenzorg Railway, in the presence of a 
considerable number of persons summoned by invitation. Mr. 
Maarschalk, president of the head committee of the N.I. Railway 
Company, was the first to deliver a speech on the occasion. After 
having satisfied the demands of politeness towards the Governor- 
General, and then towards the company present, the speaker 
amply enlarged on the urgent necessity, becoming more and more 
apparent of late, of practising the utmost economy in the con- 
struction of railroads. The less necessary adjuncts—such as ele- 
gant stations, buildings, &c.—could always be constructed, as the 
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railways came into operation, from the gains resulting from the 
traffic. The speaker emphatically contradicted a report, lately 
spread about, that in the construction of the Batavia Buitenzorg 
line an economy would be put in force which would be injurious 
to the durability of the works, and dangerous to the security of 
the passengers.

. Gregory and Major Clarke, with other papers on the subject of 
the breakwater, will be found in our columns, as well as a letter 
from Mr. R. J. Dunlop, of Jaffoa, on the proposal to cut a ship 
canal across Ramisseram Island, and make Colombo the port of 
call for steamers. Sir James Elphinstone, who was president of 
& committee of the House of Commons for taking evidence on the 
subject of the passage between Ceylon and India, is now in the 
island, and will, doubtless, give Government the benefit of his 
views. News, which we hope to receive before we frame our next 
summary, of the successful opening of the Suez Canal, will na- 
turally give a new impetus to proposals of this kind.

THE SUNG-YANG CLAIMS. 
HE. Sir RornErrorp Atcock, K.C.B., H.B. M.’s Minister, Peking. 
Shanghai, Nov. 12, 1868. 

Sir,— We have the honour to address you on the subject of a 
claim which we have preferred against the Chinese Government 
since the year 1865, for losses seustained by us in consequence of 
the plunder by Imperialist soldiery, from our native agents at 
Sung- Yang, in the province of Hoopeh, of certain sums of money 
in coin and bullion sent there for the purchase of tea. 

We enclose copies of the original letters addressed to H. M. 
Consulate at Hankow. by our representative there, stating the 
origin and the particulars of the claim, which has been frequently 
urged without successful result upon the notice of the consuls suc- 
cessively in charg? of British interests at that port. 

We are induced to bring the matter to your Excellency’s atten- 
tion at this time, because we have recently ascertained that cer- 
tain Russian merchants having claims like our own, arising out 
of the same occurrence, viz. :—Messrs. Ivanoff Oberin and Co. and 
Messrs. Akooloff and Tokmakoff had, through the intervention of 
the representatives of H.I.M. the Emperor of Russia, been paid in 
full by the Taoutai of Hankow, during February last, the value of 
the copper cash and Sycee which was taken by the soldiers from 
their agents on the occasion to which we have referred. 

We trust your Excellency will move the Chinese authorities to 
render to us the justice which has so long been deferred.—We 
have the honour to remain, Sir, your most obedicnt servants,

Sir,—I have received a letter with enclosures from Messrs, 
Jardine, Matheson and Co., dated the 12th instant, respecting a 
claim which they preferred against the Chinese Government in 
1865 for losses sustained from the Imperialist soldiery who robbed 
their native agents at Sung-Yang, of certain sums of money in 
coin and bullion, sent there for the purchase of Tea. 

Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co. complain that, although this 
claim has been frequently urged upon ths notice of successive 
Consuls, there has been no result, whereas they have recently 
ascertained that certain Russian merchants having claims of like 
nature arising out of the same occurrences, had, through the 
intervention of the Representative of H.I.M. the Emperor of 
Russia, been paid in full by the Taoutai of Hankow, during 
February last. 

That there has been great delay and no settlement yet effected, 
are indisputable facts. But Messrs. Jardine and Co., have been 
misinformed as to what has been done in the matter of the Russian 
claims. So far from having been paid in full, they have been in- 
duced to accept a compromise, receiving Tls. 800 for claims amount- 
ing to Tls. 2,500. If Mesars. Jardine are prepared to follow the same 
course, I have very little doubt they may secure a like result. 

These Sung-Yang claims of Messrs. Jardine and others, accruing 
from losses alleged to have been suffered by the plundering of some 
revolted Imperialist troops, have, as you are aware, been the sub- 
ject of much correspondence and negotiation; and if the result 
has been less satisfactory than could be desired, it bas arisen from 
several very intelligible causes. 

The Chinese Government in the first place contested their re- 
sponsibility for losses suffered by insurgents, contending that the 
plunderers were in no proper sense Imperial troops, but men in 
revolt against their own Government, like other insurgents. Losses 
by civil war or popular tumults and insurrections, they are aware, 
cannot constitute a valid claim against a Government accordi: 
to the International law of Europe. Apart from the first diffi- 
culty of principle, it followed from the nature of the case that no 
accurate or perfectly conclusive evidence could be furnished for 
the losses incurred. When a band of disorderly soldiers or a 
mob take to plundering a town, there is no timc for inventories 
or attested lists of goods, moneys, é&c., actually taken or destroyed. 

As regards the British claimants, they were even in a worse po- 
sition in this respect than the{Russians, who were there in person, 
and on the spot, preferred their claims without delay, based upon 
their own attestations and evidence ; whereas the British had to 
rely upon the statements of their Chinese employés and agents, 
Per could vouch for nothing more of their own knowledge. The 
actual claimants could not really know or make any deposition as 
to what money or property may actually have been plundered. 
They can only say such and such losses were reported by the Chi- 
nese entrusted with their money or goods ; and, therefore, the loss 
to them, the claimants, owing to the plundering acts of the re- 
volted soldiery, was so much. ; 

It can hardly be matter of surprise or complaint that the 
Chinese authorities, when called upon to make good such losses, 
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should demur and take exception to the inconclusive and more or 
Jess untrustworthy nature of the Chinese evidence tendered in 

roof of value. Under any view, the amount was a question for 
investigation and subject to verification. But a stil] more serious 
difficulty in the way of any satisfactory settlement seems to exist 
in the law of the Empire, by which the proprietors of houses are 
made responsible for any losses or robbery on their premises, ir- 
respective of their inability to prevent them by any exercise of 
foresight or courage. It follows that, if these claims were actu- 
ally to be enforced, and by any irresistible pressure could be re- 
covered, the unfortunate proprietors of the houses, whose only 
fault appears to have been the giving shelter and accommodation 
under their roof to raanere agents and property, would be the 
sufferers, since they would be made to pay up the amount of the 
claims. 

The justice or injustice of such a law is beside the question ; and 
the Chinese Government may refuse to enter into a discussion on 
the subject with foreigners, in the settlement of an incidental claim. 
But it is certain that, in such a case as this, to put the law of the 
Empire in execution would be to raise a feeling of anger and 
hostility to foreigners, not only in the city of Sung Yang, but pro- 
bably throughout the province, which would go far to render the 
residence of any foreigner or agent impossible infuture. Apart from 
any sense of injustice or wrong, the merest dictates of self-interest 
would effectually deter any Chinese householder from hereafter 
voluntarily accepting such a liability by lodging a foreigner under 
his roof. This very obvious result, I have reason to believe, made 
the Russian Minister hesitate, as well as myself, in any further 
proceedings to enforce a settlement. And the alternative was 
probably put before the Russian merchants of seeing themselves 
shut out from ever after in the city of Sung-Yang, or contenting 
themselves with less than a third of their claims, which the Taou- 
tai was induced to pay without attempting to wring it from the 
oreo the houses where the property and merchants were 


lodged. 

The settlement so effected was not the result, therefore, of any 
pressure exercised here by the Russian Minister on the Central 
Government, but a friendly compromise on the spot between the 
claimants and the local authorities, and I understand that the 
effects of such a settlement have been experienced by the Russian 
merchants in a friendly spirit manifested both by the authorities 
and townspeople. Their havior refused to allow their own in- 
terests to be benefited at the expense of those who had done them 
no wrorg, seems to have been fully appreciated, and instead of 
being the object of implacable hostility on all sides rendering their 
continued residence in the town for the transaction of their busi- 
ness impossible, they find themselves unmolested and in perfect 
security. 

If the British claimants, in view of these difficulties, and by 
the light of this Russian experience, are willing to act on a simi- 
lar principle, I should be very glad to give every assistance in my 

wer to obtain an amicable settlement with the local authorities. 

otherwise, the whole of the circumstances will be reported to 
H.M.’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and in 
view of the grave prejudice to commercial interests and our rela- 
tions in the interior that is likely to result from any more decided 
action for the recovery of the full amounts claimed, I shall deem 
it my duty to await instructions from H.M.’s Government before I 
proceed further. 

In this state of the case, I think you will do well to communi- 
cate, not only with Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Oo., but with 
all the other claimants, and invite, upon a knowledge of the 
facts, an expression of their opinions as to the expediency of 
pressing for settlement of their claims as they stand, so far as 
their own interests and wishes are concerned in the matter, and 
report to me the result.—Your obedient servant,

Sir,—We have had the honour to receive from Mr. Consul Med- 
hurst a copy of your Excellency’s despatch to his address of the 
23rd ‘Nov. last, replying to our letter of the 12th of the same 
month on the subject of our claim against the Chinese Govern- 
ment for losses incurred at Sung-Yang some years ago. Several 
circumstances have combined to hinder us from giving an 
earlier acknowledgment to your Excellency’s communication, not 
the least important of which has been our desire to verify the 
statement we made, that Russian subjects have been paid in full 
the value of the coin and bullion which they lost on the occasion 
out of which our own claim arises. 

‘We observe that your Excellency considers the Chinese to have 
good grounds for contesting the claims made upon them. 

Firstly. Because » Government cannot, under the principles of 
international law, be held responsible for losses by civil war, popu- 
Jar tumults, or insurrections. 

Secondly. Because from the nature of the case it is not rE 
to bring forward satisfactory evidence that the losses alleged to 
have occurred had actually taken place. 

Your Excellency proceeds to state that the difficulties in the 
way of a satisfactory settlement are seriously increased by the 
fact that there is a law of the Empire, by which the proprietors of 
houses are made responsible for amy losses which may occur by 
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reason of robbery or violence within their premises ; and that, con- 
sequently, if payment of the claims were to be enforced, an amouné 
of ill feeling would be engendered on the part of the native popula- 
tion which would probably go far to render the residence of 
foreigners in Sung-Yang well nigh impossible. 

Your Excellency further assures Mr. Medhurst that we have 
been misinformed as to what has been done in the matter of the 
Russian claims, the Russian merchants having accepted a com- 
rae which involved a reduction of two-thirds of their original 
claim. 

With regard to the right of the Chinese to refuse recognition 
of the claims made upon them, on the ground that it would not 
be justified on the principles of international law, we suggest that 
a Government which appeals to international law is also bound 
by the obligations which that law imposes, and that no parallel 
can fairly be drawn between the liability of the Chinese Govern- 
ment m respect to the case in point, and that of any European 
cre to make good a loss arising out of somewhat similar ciroum- 
stances. 

To suppose, for the sake of argument, a possible outbreak im 
Birmingham of militia whose pay was in arrear, and the plunder 
of the propesty of a French resident in the United Kingdom, the 
parallel between such a case, and the occurrences of Sung Y. 
to be complete, would involve the supposition also that the Briti 
local authorities took no steps to redress the outrage or to recover 
the money, listened to no representations from the French Consul 
that an immediate inquiry should be instituted, or that the 
offenders should be brought to justice, even though it was known 
that murder had been committed, denied in fact the benefits of 
either Municipal and International law to the aggrieved party, 
and only after the lapse of two years in consequence of pressure 
from the French Minister in London at the Foreign Office, con- 
descended to institute a mock inquiry into the circumstances, when, 
owing to the lapse of time, and the disappearance of necessary 
witnesses, a complete chain of proof was alt but impossible. 

In a letter on the subject from Mr. Medhurst to our Agent at 
Hankow, that gentleman says :— 

“The Viceroy of this Province, and the Taotai of Hankow 
have both received repeated injunctions from the Supreme Au. 
thorities at Peking to come to some arrangement with me, for the 
proper adjustment of the claims,and I have had as often to re- 
port them to H. M. Minister for evading these orders.” 

The date of this letter being 15th Feb., 1867, nearly two yeans 
after the loss occurred. 

A lengthened experience ef the character and practice of 
Chinese officials must have led your Excellency to the conviction, 
even if the reports of H. M. Consular officers in this case were 
wanting, that no claim upon them would be by any chance enter- 
tained if it could possibly be evaded ; and that, in the absence of 
any recognised mode of procedure, the only means of redress 
to foreigners who may be sufferers by the wrong-doing of Native 
Government servants, or of any portion of the native population, 
is an appeal to the protection of the Foreign Ministers. 

The application therefore of the rules of International law to 
the settlement of a question with the representatives of a nation 
who refuse to examine even into the merits of any claim, how- 
ever just, seems entirely out of place, and we venture to quote in 
support of our views the authority of Your Excellency, expressed 
in ths following extract from Your Excellency’s despatch to Lord 
Clarendon, dated the 5th February last :— 

“ We need not look to Vattel or Grotius for any sanction to ex- 
ceptional action (in the case of China), for the simple reason that 
they and all other writers on international law deal with princi- 
ples in their application to civilised States, recognising a mutual 
obligation, and governed by similar, or at least analogous, systems 
of jurisprudence and polity. But when dealing with Oriental 
races and States, ignorant of all the conditions and principles of 
European polity, a special adaptation of these principles is re- 
quired to meet the wholly exceptional character of the situation 
caused by a forced intercourse between races holding totally dif- 
ferent views of moral obligation and national policy.” _ 

As to the perpetrators of the outrage not being Imperial troops, 
it appears from the correspondence to be admitted by the Chinese 
that they were braves called to arms by the Imperial Government, 
and whose pay, as it was alleged at the time—and the statement 
has never been satisfactorily contradicted—was in arrear. The 
demand for such a complete proof of loss as would satisfy all the 
nice distinctions of evidence and practice upheld in a Westerm 
Court of Judicature cannot, with any justice, be brought forward 
by the Chinese Government at this time. Our principal witnesses, 
two Shroffs, were decapitated, and the persistent refusal of the 
authorities to cause examination of the circumstances during & 
aria of two years following the occurrences, appears to us to 

ebar them from complaining of want of evidence, which is the 
consequence of their own delay. = 

Your Excellency, however, answers us that there is a municipal 
law of the empire which provides for the payment of claims such 
as ours, and we confess to be unable to feel the weight of the ree 
sons assigned against the policy of putting the law into fore? @ 
our favour. We can hardly be expected to see other than irjustice 
in an arrangement which would make British subject- WH0 are 
practically prevented from residing at Sung Yang tr 00 sufferers, 
in order that Russian subjects, who are encourage? © reside there, 


may not be disturbed in the possession of Privileges ; 
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while it seems to us highly improbable that the townspeople of 
Sung ce mall not be far too well acquainted with their own in- 
terest to offer any interruption to the large and lucrative foreign 
trade which passes through theiy hands, merely because a law of 
the empire, the provisions of which must be wall buowe to them, is 
put in force. 

We cannot admit the foree of the suggestion that the British 
Government should out of its way to refuse, on our behalf, 
the benefits of a Chinese law which is probably suited to the 
temper and requirements, and, for all we know to the contrary, is 
eatablished with the genenal approbation and concurrence of the 
native population, because the principle of the lsw does not har- 
monise with the maxims of English jurisprudence. 

To admit the force of the ents which have been adduced 
on the Chinese side of this question would be to recognise the 
justice of a position in respect to the relations of Chinese with 
foreigners, which would accord to the former all the benefits of a 
atrained interpretation of Western International law, without 
committing them to its ordinary obligations, and would deprive 
the latter of the limited protection which even Chinese laws 
affords. To recognise a position, in fact, in which the liability of 
foreigners to outrage on the part of native officials would be 
limited only at the point at which reparation would probably be 
exacted by force. 

With reference to the contradiction by H. E. the Russian 
Minister of the statement we made to the effect that Russian 
claims had been fully satisfied, we have to acquaint your Excel- 
lency that we have received information upon which we can place 
reliance, that Russian subjects have been paid in full the value of 
the coin and bullion which they lost. Their original claim upon 
the Chinese Government included items of account put forward 
as consequential, having arisen out of loss by market fluctua- 
tions, incidental expenses, and personal injuries to their employ és. 

These consequential claims were waived, but the actual losses in 
money were made good. Our own claim is preferred only for re- 
payment of sycee and copper cash seized by the Imperial levies— 
that is to say, such a compromise as the Russians have accepted is 
all we have ever claimed ; and your Excellency will not fail to 
see the unfairness of our being made the victims of our own mo- 
deration. 

_ We trust your Excellency will reopen a discussion of the ques- 
tion with the Chinese Government, and insist upon that measure 
of biped being dealt out to us, which, although so long evaded 
and pertinaciously denied, we still claim under the broad princi- 
ples of equity pngine all honourable treaties, and forming

Bir,—Referring to your despatch No. 28 of 29th July and its 
enclosure, I have to instruct you to acknowledge the reccipt of the 
statement forwarded through you by Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, 
and Co., dated the 28th July last, respecting their claims for losses 
incurred at Tsung Yang in May, 1865. 

f observe that Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co. contest the 
validity of the grounds taken by the Chiaese authorities to resist 
the claims, whether these rest on the principles of international 
laws or defective evidence. 


Seeing the impossibility of arriving at any satisfactory settle- 
ment in the way of compromise between the conflicting claims of 
the merchants and the Chinese authorities—each maintaining their 
own view of their respective rights, the one to claim the full 
amount in coin or bullion of alleged losses, and the other for 
absolute immunity from liability, no practical solution is possible. 

It seems only necessary, therefore, in reference to this rejoinder 
of Mesers. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., to remark that, as regards 
the operation of Chinese Jaw in like cases, if insisted upon, 
pros highly injurious to any future interest ; not, asalleged by 

essrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., of Russian merchants especi- 
ally, but of British subjects and all other foreigners desiring to con- 
duct either in person or by their agents business in that town or its 
neighbourhood, they have misapprehended the sense in which their 
attention was called to the fact ; whether asa matter of policy in 
the interests of the claimants it might be expedient or the re- 
verse to press for a rigorous settlement, if it could only be obtained 
under conditions which would involve serious loss or ruin on the 
people who had given lodging to their agents, and were in no other 
way blameablejor answerable for the spoliation suffered, may be a 
matter of opinion. The Russian merchants accordingly come to 
& conclusion totally opposed to that maintained by Messrs. Jar- 
dine, Matheson, and Co., as would appear from the following state- 
ment received from the Russian Chargé d’ Affaires :—“ The Taoutai 
of Hankow wanted to levy the amount of the indemnity which, after 
80 any pains, was awarded to them in compensation for the losses 
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theyJhad sustained, from the dy pao of the Tea Manufactory 
leased to the Russians ; but these having heard of it, declared they 
would not accept such extorted money, and the indemnity was 
paid to them from the Government Treasury.” 

As to the amount paid, and the proportion it bore to the amount 
claimed, I am still of opinion that Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and 
Co. are not fully or correctly informed as to the actual settlement 
obtained, or its conditions. {Further information leads me to belieyp 
that there was less analogy between their case and that of the only 
Russian merchant concerned, than they have been lcd to imagine. 
This information derived also from the Russian Legation is to the 
effect that the result ultimately arrived at by a mutual compromise 
entered into by agreement on the spot, was the acccptioner on the 
part of the Russian merchant of Ts. 800 instead of Ts. 2,500, the 
amount of the total claim for damages sustained by them and his 
compradore and servants, all included, and forming a little less 
than one-third of the whole. This seems to have been the amount, 
exact or approximate, as Mr. Ivanhoff himself states in answer 
toan inquiry from Mr. Consul Caine, of the actual loss, in money 
or bullion apart from all other property taken or destroyed and 
also from what the compradore or servants may have lost. 

But the testimony in support of this claim appears to have been 
very different from that on which the British claims rest. The 
Russian was himself in Tsuug Yang, when the revolted braves ap- 
proached, and immediately made declaration to the authorities of 
the place that he was compelled to leave behind him such and 
such property, specifying the same; and this being verified he 
received in proof proper documents attesting.the same. 

Had it been possible for the British claimants to take the same 
steps, or even, from having been on the spot, to subsequently give 
direct evidence from their own personal knowledge of what property 
was in Tsung Yang at the time, instead of through Chinese servants 
whose evidence under the circumstances may fairly be considered by 
the authorities as less trustworthy, it is possible that some satisfac- 
tory settlement might have been come to before this. As it is, 
there seems to be no probability of any further diplomatic action 
here being successful, and I haw therefore informed the Prince 
of Kung that I had determined on referring the whule corres- 
pondence home for the instructions of Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretary of State for foreign affairs. You will make known to 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co. the contents of this despateb, 
for their information and guidance.— Yours, &c.,

IMPORTS. 

SHANGHAL—Piece Goods: There is but little to add to our report for 
last English mail. There had been some inquiry for Grey Shirtings for 
shipment to Japan and the river ports, and prices advanced a few cents 
for 8.4 lbs., sales of finest Eagles being effected at Tis. 2.25 per piece, and 
of good ordinary chops at Tls. 2.22 per piece, but the demand soun died 
out, and the last news from Tientsin had given a weak toue to this market. 
There was still, however, a small demand for local consumption and for 
some of the river ports, and the latest sates (toa mederate extent only) 
had been at fair values. We quote—7 Iba., Tis. 1.98 to Tls. 2.02 ; and 
8-4 Ibs., Ts. 2.18 to Ts. 2.24 per piece. There had been some inquiry 
for 6 lbs. to 6-8 Iba. T-Cloths at low figures, but only a few sales had 
resulted. White Shirtings were asked for at a decline on last prices. 
Drills: Small re-sales of American goods quoted at about last fizures, bat 
Chinese holders were weak, and would submit to a reduction for prompt 
clearance. The tendency of the market for this class was downwards, 
owing toa large stock, and but little inquiry. Jeans and Sheetings were 
much as last advised. Fancy Goods: Dyed Brocades and Damask asked 
for, and sales of Chintzes had taken place at low rates for ordinary goods, 
Woollens, &c.: The business dene had been of a retail charncter, though 
there was more inquiry for Camlets of best chops, and for Jow claas 
Figured Orleans at cheap figures. Metals: A good busineas in Nail Rod 
Iron at a further advance in prices for assortments and small sizes, 
but the larger makes were heavy, and, if anything, had rather de- 
clined. Nail Rod Iron: About 18,000 bundles had been taken at 
Tila. 2 to Tis. 2.10 per picul, but Bars were very dull, and Hoops Jower. 
Lead: Holders firm; some small sales bad been made at an advance of 5 
candareens per picul. Coals: The arrivals from Cardiff (Tartar and 
Anita) were to order. Newcastle, Lambton, sold at Tle. 5.75 from ship's 
side alongside a wharf. Japan: Sales at Tis. 4.30. There was a fair in- 
quiry for most kinds, but at no higher rates. Quotations (duty paid):—

TEA. 

SHancnal.—Black: During the week a considerable business had been 
done at previous rates. The demand had been chiefly on Tsas from Tla. 
19} to Tis, 21 with a few chops Common Oonams at Tis. 183. Telegrams 
to hand dated 5th October, quoted low kinds of Tea worse at home, so that 
the market at the close was rather quiet. The settlements for the week 
amounted to about 17,000 chests. Supplies from Hankow were now ona 
muck more moderate scale, Greens had been taken freely, and no change 
can be quoted in prices. All fine chops were bought up with eagerness, 
and the grades below them had also been attracting more attention. Prices 
for Moyunes had ranged from Tls. 33 to Tle. 43, and Pingsuey from Tls. 
84} to Tls. 87. A large busineas had been done in boxes of Pingsuey at 
from Tis. 41 to Tls. 44. Settlements amounted to 17,000 half-chests. 


SILK. 

SwancHai.—The opportunity of shipping Silk by the intermediate 
steamer Ganges, at 20 per cent. reduction in freight, had led to further 
business, and fully 500 bales had found purchasers, of which 337 bales 
advance of fully Tls. 5 to Tis. 10 for Karshing Taysaams, and a similar 
were exported on the 3let October. Prices showed an advance for 
Common Tsatlees, which appeared to be in fair demand. All chops 
and best grades were unchanged, and to a certain extent neglected. 
The unsold stock of 4,000 bales contained fully 1,000 bales of silk so very 
common that it was thoroughly unsaleable—and in all probability would 
0 into local consumption. 


SIAM PRODUCE. 

BancKox.—Messrs, Markwald and Co.’s report is as follows: —Rice: Our 
market has maintained a firm position, but supplies of grain being abundant, 
prices remained unaltered until the beginning of November, when, owing to 
the large number of vessels arrived here to load for Europe and China, in 
connection with favourable advices from the rice markets in China, a very 
brisk demand sprang up for Rice, and prices experienced an advance. Steam- 
mill field rice has been contracted for in some instances at 95c. per picul, 
inclusive of duty, mat-bags, and coolie hire. All the steam-mills are engaged 
for fully eight weeks to come, and will not be able to accept other contracts 
durivg this period. Native cleaned Rice is scarce, and prices have likewise 
advanced, owing to the competition of many purchasers. Our quotations 
for Rice are as follows:—Steam Mill Namnang, or Field Rice, 874c. per 
picul ; Steam Mill Nassuan, or Garden Rice, $1. 15c. do.; Native-cleaned 
Garden Rice, resifted, $1. 15c. do.; Native-cleaned White, No. 1, Tis. 58 
per coyan; Do., No. 2, Tis. 51 do.; Clean cargo, No. 1, Tla. 88 do. ; Do., 
No. 2, Tls. 836 do.; Good cargo, Tls. 84 do.; Fair do., Tle. 29 do.; 
Common do., Tls. 26 do. 

Sugar: White and brown sorts are scarce, and larger supplies cannot 
be expected till February next, when the new season supplies will com- 
mence to appear in the market.

THE CHINESE EMBASSY IN EUROPE. 
(STANDARD.) 


The Chinese Embassy continues to enjoy itself in Europe, and had been 
invited, according to a telegram from Berlin, to dine on the 13th 
instart with the King of Prussia. The United States Minister at 
the North German Court is said to be engaged in organising a ban- 
quet in honour of the illustrious strangers, and of that share in their 
great enterprise which may be considered due to the great republic of 
which the Chinese ambassador himself is a citizen. Of course no one 
is entitled to raise any objection if the King of Prussia or any other 
Sovereign chooses to entertain a party of gentlemen from Peking, and no- 
thing is more natural than for Mr. Bancroft, or any other American Minis- 
ter, to do the honours of the place in which he may be living to a wandering 
computriot. It is impossible not to feel, however, that no matter bow great 
may be the j-ersonal claims of Mr. Burlingame to the courtesy of #)' persons 
eajoying the pleasure of his acquaintance, and no matter how amusing it 
may be to cutch and lionise a party of Chinese travellers, still European 
Gove-nments who entertain the Chinese -mbassy officially are, after all, 
clinging to a mistake which may have been pardonable at first, but ought 
certa‘nly to have been given up long before nvw, People who were inti- 
mately acquainted with China declared from tle Leginning what the course 
of events during the past year ought certairly t, have made apparent to 
all men by this time, that the Chinese En bassy ia simply a buffer. Its 
mission is to keep off Europeans. It naturally fiads that the best way of 
fulfilling thix charge is to persuade Europeans that its object is exactly the 
reverse, aud for this reason it makes use of the Janguage which pleases the 
European ear in connection with Chinese affairs, and talks of progress, civili 
sation, and tie development of resources; but all this time itis really a buffer, 
and nothing else. Our own Minister in Peking, Sir Rutherford Alcock, a man 
who is in the worst possible odour amongst all European residents in China, 
through bein: considered the slave of retrogressive ideas, and a mere half- 
hearted champion of his countrymen’s interests, has himself been moved 
to declare tliat he finds the obstructive spirit of the Chinese Government 
as great now, if not greater, than ever. Mr. Ross Browne, the American 
Minister at the Court of Peking, who succeeded Mr. Buzlingsame when that 
gentleman was appointed to tuke charge of the Embassy, has avowed his 
conviction that it is a delusion and a sham, in aspeech much more reimark- 
able for cxn Jour and sincerity than for diplomatic reserve. Meanwhilo, 
the only thing which the Embassy has aciually done has been tv extort 
from this Government concessions which no Cabinet in harmony with the 
aspirations and the genius of the country would ever have granted, and 


of which the efiect must be diametrically antagonistic to the purpose which | 


we ought to have, and the Chinese Embassy itself pretends to have, in 
view. In Paris Mr. Burlingame is not reported to have done well, 
but it was hardly to be expected that the Emperor of the French 
would be so easy a victim as the Foreign Seerctary of a Radical 
Cabinet in Engiand. Foreign policy was never the strong point even 
of the Whigs, and their modern successors are still less distinguished 
in diplomacy. In Berlin and St, Peteraburg, however, the envuy from Pe- 
king bas a rew tield of operations, new hospitalities to receive, and new 
laurels to win by obtrusively doing nothing. Moreover, it is obviously a 
law of hig political existence that he must be kept moving. He is ne- 
cessarily an itinerant ambassador; for it would be impossible to remain 
in one place and do nothing in a striking and impressive manner for 
several yeurs continuously. There will come a time, of course, when the 
Embassy will, so to speak, bave used up all the capitals of Europe, but 
by judicious management that result may be postponed for a considerable 
period. ‘Iv the best informed observers of its policy it Goes, as we say, 
seem strange that the bollowne:s and emptiness of the whole under- 
taking should so long be successfully concealed; but to him who will be 
deceived, the ouly thing to say after vainly trying to enlighten him is, 
decipiatur. It may have been noticed, however—and while on this subject 
it may be werth while to point out fur the benefit of all believers in the 
Celestial [:mbassy—that, despite the honour paid to it, the Duke of 
Edinbarzh visiting Peking bas to go incognito to avoid the slight which 
would ¢tberwise Le offered to him by the Cuinese Ceurt. To that august 
Government it appeare only fitting {and seemly that gentlemen honoured 
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with its conftdence should be received with marks of distinction and respect 
by the Sovereigns and Ministers of European States, but to imagine that 
their courtesy ought to be reciprocated in any way is preposterous, A 
Chinese ambassador may be the equal of a barbarian king, but it does not 
follow for a moment that a barbarian prince is worthy to be admitted to 
the glorious presence of the Chinese Emperor. Perhaps, indeed, the 
present incumbents of the Treasury coincide in this view. Radicals in 
their foreign policy often enjoy—like Uriah Heep—the sense of being 
‘“amble,” especially when their ’ambleness is accomplished at somebody 
else’s expense. 














DUTCH FINANCE. 


The foHowing comments on the Datch Colonial Budget are from the 
Daily News :— 

Very little is known in England of Dutch politics. This is a pity; 
for the Legislature of that country has just been discussing questions 
analogous to those with which we are familiar in English affairs—quea- 
tions referring to Colonial Administration, Poor Law Relief, and the 
relations of Church and State. The colonial question is worthy of 
some attention. It is a most intricate one, and has been shelved only 
for the moment. Indeed, the Colonial Minister, M. de Waal, seems 
not only incapable of dealing with it, but imagines that the Dateh 
Parliament posseases no better ability than his own. It is difficult to 
conceive the ludicrous position of a Cabinet Minister who, while 
demanding a credit on the colonial budget of £10,600,000, calmly says 
in effect:—‘*This budget could not be examined in the East Indies, 
where they are too bury to ipa 24 themselves with the subject ; but 
we request you to vote for it, such as it is, because you understand no- 
thing about it.” Natarally the Opposition could not appreciate such 
an argument, and its audacity could not alter the facts which, as illus- 
trating the downfall of agreat colony, is well worthy of mention here. 
The annual expenses of the Dutch East Indies did not exceed 57,000,000 
florins before 1852; but in 1855 they rose to 60,500,000 florins ; then 
to 98,000,000 florins in 1865; and to 105,000, 000 florins in 1867. The 
year 1869 shows an expenditure of 110,000,000 florins, and the Mi- 
nister demands 116,000,000 florins to meet the budget of 1870. In- 
stead of corresponding with this enormous increase, the receipts have 
on the contrary fallen in a most surprising manner. In 1857 the in- 
come amounted to 41,004,000 florins ; it has not ceased to retrograde 
each year; and the Colonial Minister now proposes to levy an annual and 
fixed income of 10,000,000 florins, that is, leas than the eleventh part of 
the colonial expenditure. A system of fixed income was, however, 
contested by the Chamber as contrary to the fundamental laws of the 
colony. An amendment, proposing to fix the colonial income each year 
according to the rise or fall of wealth in the colony, was adopted 
by forty-two votes against twenty-four. The position of the colony 
is certainly distressing, and it is supposed that the only true remedy 
is to be found in the introduction of a suitable agrarian law. The 
firat question with regard to Java must be whether the land belongs to 
the Sovercign or is a communal property, and what rights have the 
natives over the soil. Actually these differ in every province, and dig- 
putes are settled by curious traditions, not by equitable law. The 
Conservatives, deeming the Javanese not sufficiently civilised to be- 
come landowners, would maintain the system of communal property. 
But by preventing the native from becoming a proprietor he is con- 
verted into a simple labourer, he is degraded, and he remains poor. 
The Javancse have in many respects improved of late ; and, in fact, 
Java like other countries needs institutions of a more liberal character 
—the abolition of monopolies—and free competition in all agricultural 
and industrial pursuits. With freedom of trade and lawa bearing the 
imprcss rather of a civilising power than of a conquering people, the 
fertility of the colony may again be revived ; and this to the advan- 
tage, not only of Holland, but also of England and the many other 
countries which trade with that hardy little nation. 


VICE-CHANCELLOR’S COURT.—Dec. 4. 


BRE THE BANK OF HINDUSTAN, CHINA, AND JAPAN (LIMITED).—MITCHELL 
AND ASPINALL'S CASE. 


This case raises the question whether the liquidators of a company 
which is being wound up can prove against contributories who have 
executed a decd of inspectorship under the Bankruptcy Act for the 
amount of calls made subsequently to the deed of inspectorship, the 
deed itself containing the name of the bank as creditors for arrears 
then due on the shares, but not for the balances which might become 
due on the uncalled capital. It appeared that on the 21st of Decem- 
ber, 1866, the date on which an order was made for the voluntary 
winding up of the Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan, under the 
supervision of the Court, Messrs. Mitchell and Aspinall were the 
holders of fifty shares standing in their joint names. On the 4th of 
June, 1867, Messrs. Mitchell and Aspinall executed the deed of inspeo- 
torship under which their estates were realised, and advertisements 
were inserted in various newspapers giving notice of the intention of 
the inxpectors to pay a dividend on the joint estate, and requiring a! 
persons having any claims on the estate of the debtora to send in the 
particulars of their claim to the solicitor of the inspectors before the 
21st of December, 1868. No claim was made by the bank in answer 
to the advertisement, and the assets were administered and distributed 
among the other creditors without making any provision for the calls, 
amounting to £500, which have since been made on the shares. The 
matter was brought befere the Vice-Chanceller in Chambers, and 
then adjourned into Court. 

Vice-Chancellor Stuart has reserved judgment.

the National Bank, and the action was brought to recover damages for 
logs sustained through the dishonouring of a cheque of plaintiff's in 
August last. The declaration stated that the plaintiff had an account 
with the National Bank, and on the 14th of August last he drew a 
cheque in favour of Messra. Rothwell, Marshall, and Co., tea dealere, 
for £416 18. 8d., which was dishonoured by the bank. The de- 
fendant pleaded that the plaintiff had no funds at the bank with which 
to meet the cheque, and they had paid £10 into court as sufficient to 
cover any damage the plaintiff might have sustained. 


It appeared that the plaintift's lodgments in the bank between Oct, 
1867, when he became a customer of the bank, and the time the 
cheque was dishonoured, amounted to about £61,000, and the cheques 
drawn from time to time reached nearly that amount. On the 14th 
August, 1868, the plaintiff's clerk lodged a City cheque for £420, 
City cheques being always treated as cash, and the plaintiff then had 
to Tis credit, including the £420, a balance of £530 128. 4d. The 
bank on the following day wrote to the plaintiff, expressing regret 
that through an error of one of the clerks the cheque had not been 
spl presentation, but that they had taken it up on that day. 

intiff exhibited the letter to Mr. Rothwell. The plaintiff's case 

was that his credit wns so much damaged by the dishonouring of the 

cheque that his business fell off, and he was obliged to make an ar- 

ment with his creditors. Plaintiff, however, continued to deal 

with the National Bank until the following November, when he stopped 
payment. 

The defence was that it was an unfortunate mistake, and that. the 
bank had been always ready and willing to make the plaintiff fair and 
reasonable compensation for any loss that he had sustained, but that 
he had been unable to eatiafy them on that point. They denied that 
the plaintiff's arrangement with his creditors was owing to their dis- 
honouring the cheque. The defendant called a number of witnesses, 
persons whom the plaintiff said had refosed to deal with him in con- 
sequence of the dishonouring of the cheque, but several of them stated 
that they first heard of it when they were subpoened to give evidence, 
and others said that the circumstances would have had no effect on 
them in their dealing with the plaintiff. An accountant was also 
called, who gave it as his opinion that the plaintiff must have made 
an arrangement with his creditors if the mistake had not happened. 


The jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff—damages 40s. over the 
£10 paid into Court. 


A CoxmerctaL Insrirurion.—A letter has been addressed to The 
Times advocating the establishment by Royal Charter ofan association 
under the title of “‘The Honourable Institute of Commerce ;” to be 
composed of gentlemen whose reputation is intact and of at least seven 

ears’ standing, who shall be entitled by such charter to affix the 
letters of diploma to their names ; and that the institution should be 
a Chamber of Commerce for the settlement of trade questions. Zhe 
Times in commenting upon this euggestion observes :—“‘The writer 
would wish a chartered association, but the whole idea could be carried 
‘out, and perhaps more efficiently, without any State or legal aid ; that 
which is wanted is simply a combination of persons of unstained 
mercantile repute who should exclude from membership with them any 
one who by dishonourable or unbusiness-like transactions might be 
considered to have forfeited a fair position. A slight nominal subscrip- 
tion would alone be required, and the association should rigorously 
avoid the pretence of setting the world right upon any political or 
theoretical questions, whether as regards currency, trade, or any other 
matter, so as to prevent it from becoming an arena for the fussy and 
obtrusive vanity of the class who are more clever in making speeches 
than in steadily and honestly making moncy. It should content itself 
simply with looking to the character of its members, refusing com- 
panionship with those whom it does not approve, and without at- 
tacking them in any way, leaving the fact of that refusal to tind with 
the public whatever weight it may descrve. If, as the writer contends, 
character is of higher value than money, character should combine as 
well as capital, and the joint influence of both might then cause the 
English name to be once again all-powerful. At present honest 
traders are paralysed by the cheating confederacies that surround them 
on every side. False advertisements, false brands, bribes in the shape 
of commissions, and all the other organised devices that from helpless 
toleration have now almost obtained the sanction of custom, prevent 
7 commercial life the success of new men who would seek a course of 
rectitude ; while in financial circles, when the concoction of impostures 
is temporarily impracticable, hosts of persons are found shamelessly to 
boast of participation in conspiracies to wreck the very concerns they 
were once influential in starting, or to alarm the stockholders of rail- 
way or other undertakings in which, from the sensitiveness of the 
times, they may see a chance of speculative gain. The multitude who 
compose these classes are mostly known, but so long as they prosper 
pecuniarily and can escape any social ban they may carry everything 
before them. To force them to occupy a special circle, while straight- 
forward men quietly kept to their own association, would be a corree- 
tive far more potent than could be inflicted by any penalties of a for- 
mal Court. 


Curnrse Troors ror SERVICE IN Inpta.—The Indian correspondent 
of The Times, ina recent letter, alludes to the great mortality among 
the British eoldiers in India, and asserts that between sixty and seventy 
men out of every thousand serving last year in Bengal were lost to the 
service either permanently or for the time being. The Globe asks 
whether in view of this condition of affairs there is any necessity for 
maintaining in India such a large force of English soldiers as are at 
present stationed there, and goes on to observe that while undoubtedly 
there must always be kept up a certain proportion of foreign soldiers to 
the number of native troops, need they be all Britons? Why should 
not Chinese regiments be raised, officcred by Englishmen, for service in 
India? They would serve for less pay ; the expenacs of transport from 
China would be incomparably smaller than from England, even when 
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the Suez Canal is completed, the climate is much the same as their own, 
their food is of the most inexpensive kind, they are able-bodied men, 
and experience has proved that whether as combatants or as Military 
Train they are when led by European officers as fearless and brave as 
our own soldiers. During the attack on the Taku Forts in 1860 the 
Chinamen employed to carry the scaling ladders laid them, in the 
midst of a heavy fire, across the wet ditches, and held them there 
while our soldiers crossed over, regardless of the shots and shells that 
were falling fast and furious on all sides of them. And as combatants 
it is only necessary to turn to the narrative of Colonel Gordon’s cam- 
paign against the Taepings to find ample proof of their fighting powers. 
The Chinese are in their religion, habits, and modes of thought so 
widely separated from the natives of India, that a combination between. 
the two to oppose the English Government would be next to impossible, 
and, being so far antagonistic, they would as effectually serve as a check 
upon the Sepoys as do our own troops, and at half the cost. 


Courr or Bankgoprcy.—In rE J. F. Wixrnson.—THE Jornt-Stock 
Discount Company.—The bankrupt, James Freeling Wilkinson, is 
well known as the late manager of the Joint-Stock Discount Company. 
He was recently tried and convicted on a charge of misappropriating 
the moneys of the company, but was afterwards discharged by order of 
the Secretary of State. He is described as of St. Clement’s-house, 
Clement’s-lane, bill broker. The accounts disclose a large amount of 
liability —£113,417—and there are no assets whatever. Of the liabilities, 
£12,000 are in connection with the Agra Bank, £24,000 in respect to 
calls on 600 shares in Barned’s Banking Company, to the Financial 
Corporation, £4,300, the Joint-Stock Discount Company, £35,500, and 
the liquidators of P. Kleman’s estate, £21,476. Mr. Lawrance, for tre 
assignees, said the accounts required amendment, and they wished for 
farther information. The bankrupt, in examination, stated that Mr. 
Morgan was a creditor of his for £6,000. He did not know whether 
Morgan was largely indebted to the Joint-Stock Discount Company. 
The sum of £21,476, due to Mr. Kleman, was in respect of share trans- 
actions. He understood that Kleman was now a debtor for £90,000 to 
the Joint-Stock Discount Company. Mr. Giles Loder had advanced 
him £18,000, and held shares as security. He believed that Kleman 
had since discharged Loder’s claim. Mr. Sedgwick, for the bankrupt, 
stated that he had only kept a banker’s book. He bad been manager 
of the Joint-Stock Discount Company, and had only been in business 
as a bill broker fora few months. The deficiency was casily explained, 
as much as £90,000 being in respect of share transactions. An ad- 
journment was ordered till the 24th of February. 

Rotts Court.—TrHE CommercraAL BANKING CorPoRATION OF INDIA 
AND THE East.—FERNANDE?’s CasE.—In this case a dividend in the 
winding up had become payable to the executor of a deceased creditor, 
whose domicile was in India, where the will had been proved and the 
executor was residing ; and the question arose whether the dividend 
could be paid out of Court, and remitted to the executor, without pro- 
bate being taken out in England and the duty paid. His lordship held 
that it was not incumbent upon him in this particular case to require 
probate to be taken out here, having regard to the fact that the cor- 
poration was essentially an Indian establishment, with only an agency 
in this country. The dividend might therefore be remitted direct to 
the claimant. The official liquidator and the claimant would have 
their costs, but he should not give the Crown any costs. 

CorontaL Postace.—On the Ist of January, and thenceforward, the 
scale of weight which is now in force for charzing inland letters, as 
well as letters to most of the British colonies, will be extended to the 
under-mentioned colonies :—New South Wales, Victoria, South Aus- 
tralia, Western Australia, Queensland, Tasmania, New Zealand, Mau- 
ritius, Penang, and Singapore. Under this regulation a letter for any 
of the colonies named, if weighing more than onc ounce, but not ex- 
ceeding one ounce and a half, will be chargeable with three rates of 
postage instcad of four, as at present ; and if exceeding two ounces, 
but not exceeding two ounces and a-half, will be chargeable with five 
ratea of postage instead of six, and so on, the scale prozressing by one 
rate for every half ounce throughout. 

Ir is stated that the Russian Government has grantcd a conccssion 
of thirty years to M. Titgen, Councillor of State to the King of Den- 
mark, M. Erickson, a merchant, and M. Palliscn, Consul-General for 
that country at St. Petersburg, for the establishment of submarine tele- 
graphic lines between Asiatic Russia and Osaka, Yokohama, or Naga- 
saki, in Japan; and Shanghai, Fou-djaon, and Hong Kong, in China. 
The company thus formed will ask for the authorisation of the Chinese 
and Japanese Governments, and the Russian Exccutive will lend its 
good offices in the matter. The concessionaires bind themselves to 
attach this system of telegraphy to a station and telegraphic line of the 
State in Russia in Asia. 

TastmrontaL TO Mr. MitLer.—We have much pleasure in stating 
that the subscriptions to the testimonial to Mr. Alex. Miiler, the well- 
known and mucb-respected manager of the “Jerusalem,” have now 
reached £1,000. Most of the firms in the India, China, and Australian 
trades have subscribed to this well-deserved tribute to Mr. Miller’s worth, 
and to the tact,’ judgment and other qualities that so eminently fit him for 
the post.

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THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF SHANGHAI. 

TuE excellence of any system may best be estimated by 
the practical results that flow from its adoption. In an es- 
pecial manner, the suitability of a public body entrusted with 
the administration of affairs and the collection and expendi- 
ture of money produced by the levy of taxation, is to be 
most justly tested by the amount and value of the work done, 
as compared with the pecuniary burdens laid upon the con- 
tributing community. If, therefore, after a change in the 
plan of administration, an unpopular body becomes popular ; 
if permanent local improvements take the place of tempo- 
rary expedients spasmodically adopted; if a heavy debt, 
bearing what to us must appear exorbitant interest, is, in 
whole or in part paid off within a short time, and if, more- 
over, taxation is sensibly diminished in the meanwhile, 
we are justified in assuming that the plan seconda- 
rily adopted is suited, and that that which it replaced 
was utterly unsuited to ‘the requirements of the place wherein 
the two experiments have been tried. Now, this has been 
exactly the case in Shanghai, with this additional element 
working against the framers and executors of the reformed 
system ; that from the time at which they commenced opera- 
tions, the value of real property continued to fall, not slowly 
and steadily, but rapidly, and by great bounds, until at length 
it reached a minimum which, in many cases, fell below zero. 
For, no matter how unproductive land in Shanghai may be, 
the Government and local taxes are still levied upon it ; so 
that at present, and for years back, the holders of certain lots 
are and have been anxious to get rid of their property even 
by gift, but can find no one equally anxious to acquire it, 
representing, as it does, nothing but expenditure. In addi- 
tion to all this, the commercial crisis which lately passed 
over the monetury world was felt with much severity at 
Shanghai. Bankruptcy was the order of the day, and amid 
the crash of great houses and the less noisy collapse of small 
ones the voice of the tax-gatherer was heard with the indif- 
ference of despair. 

Such is an outline of the state of affairs during the early 
part of the administration of the new Council. Moreover, 
there was no public work worthy of the name in existence, 
with the exception of the roads through the settlement. The 
sewers were in a terrible condition, the bridges were dilapi- 
dated, and the municipal buildings were ruinous. Yet this 
was the immediate result of a previous large and wasteful 
expenditure which had necessitated increased taxation at a 
time when, from the exodus of the native population conse- 
quent on the suppression of the rebellion, the resources of 
the settlement had been considerably curtailed. Finally, to 
meet a debt of Tle. 85,340, bearing interest at rates 
varying from 10 to 15 per cent., the last of the recklessly 
magnificent councils left behind them the sum of Tls. 
500, the savings of the police, the reward and gra- 
tuity funds, the tavern deposits, &c., amounting to Tis. 
24,000, having all been misappropriated and spent. It 
is needless for us to trace the steps by which this truly fright- 
ful state of things was remedied. Suffice it to say, that 
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one year after the ares CORRESPONDENTS, &e. ‘| one year after the reformed Counc Council entered office, the police 
savings and the other funds just mentioned had been placed 
on deposit in a bank ; the standing debt had been reduced to 
Tis. 81,200, consolidated and placed with the Comptoir d’Es- 
compte de Paris at 9 per cent., and the budget, which was 
Tis. 66,500 lower than that declared by the previous Council 
to be absolutely and indispensably necessary, had yielded a 
surplus of Tis. 25,000. And this was the case although (in 
consequence of the refusal of the Taoutai to increase the 
native {wharfage dues commutation allowance, the distrust 
and reluctance of the public and, the extension of berate 
wharves and godowns), the wharfage dues for the year, as 
realised, fell short of the estimate by Tis. 20,000. As the 
preceding Councils had invariably exceeded their budgets and 
increased the public debt, it is fair to assume that had they 
remained in office a sum of at least Tis. 120,000 above what 
was practically proved to have been necessary would have 
been squandered. Thus, by 31st March, 1866, the Shanghai 
municipality, which had been a year before in the position of 
a hopelessly insolvent person, addicted to private gambling, 
who is equally unable to pay his business debts and his debts 
of honour, was in as satisfactory a position as any public 
body deeply in debt can be, which is, however, in a fair way 
to pay off everything in full. At any rate its oredit was 
perfectly restored. 

We now turn to the report for the year ended 3lst March, 
1869, and we find that the standing debt had on that day 
been reduced to Tls. 48,000. Since then Tis. 12,000 more 
has been paid, so that now the consolidated debt is Tle. 
36,000. A balance of Tis. 34,639 was in hand on the above 
date, and the estimated working balance for the next muni- 
cipal year amounts to Tis. 21,305. Meanwhile, improvements 
are being steadily carried on, the drainage has been made 
most satisfactory, plans for extending the bund line have 
been adopted and are now being put in operation, and various 
measures, such as the establishment of water works, the 
construction of bridges, and other undertakings on a large 
scale have been fully discussed and ventilated. As the depre- 
ciation of real property continues, land is from time to time 

re-assessed, and thus the public burdens are lightened in a way 
peculiarly satisfactory to those whose land taxes go to the 
account of pure expenditure unbalanced by any income. The 
police arrangements are almost perfection, and we assume 
from the fact that a report on the sanitary condition of tho 
English and American settlements has recently been drawn 
up for the Council that the local Government will, for the 
future, extend its labour so as to include those new branches 
which properly come under the jurisdiction of a board of 
health. In addition to performing the functions properly 
appertaining to a body entrusted with the finance, police and 
improvement of a town, the Municipal Council of Shanghai 
have steadily kept in view the elaboration of the local legis- 
lative code. It is matter for regret that hitherto mutual 
jealousies, and unwillingness to make concessions or incur 
responsibilities, have prevented the representatives of Western 
Powers from working with harmony in this matter. For all 
are ready to confess that the Land Regulations of 1854 are 
now far too narrow for the requirements of the settlementa, 
and, moreover, a revised code approved by the land renters 
at several meetings is in existence, and only awaits official 
sanction. But the Municipal Council are in no respect 
answerable for the delay. They have pushed on vigorously in 
the right direction—the Ministerial carriage stops the way ! 


WE are glad to announce the safe arrival in England of 
Admiral Keppzt, who arrived by last homeward mail via 
Marseilles, with Lady Kerrey. We are happy to see that the 
hearty demonstrations of goodwill that greeted the Admiral 
in Hong Kong were repeated at Singapore ; and we trust that 
these strong expressions of popular feeling will not be with- 
out their proper effect on the minds of Her Masesty’s 
Ministers. 


THE PREsIDENT’s Message to Congress contains but a brief 
allusion to China affairs. Adverting to the closer approxima- 
tion that is rapidly being brought about between that conotry 
and the United States, the PresipenT recommends legislation 
to prevent the enslavement of the Chinese upon Ameri- 
can soil, and to prevent American vessels from transporting 
coolies to any country engaging in the system. 
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THE DELIVERY OF MAIL LETTERS IN LONDON. 

WE wish to call the attention of our correspondents to a 
serious inconvenience that arises from the mode of ad- 
dressing letters, papers, and circulars, that residents in the 
Far East are very prone to indulge in. People in Chine 
have long been impressed with the idea that a letter or 
packet intended for a person or firm of any repute at all in 
this City, is sure to be safely delivered if addressed simply 
“London,” without any more particular direction. To a cer- 
tain extent this supposition is justified by facts ; but it must 
be remembered that not only safe, but early delivery of letters 
is a desideratum, and the omission of the requisite details en- 
tails needless and vexatious delay. The Postmaster-General 
has recently issued a notification, urgently requesting mer- 
cantile firms in the City to order their correspondence to 
bear the full address of street and number, instead of the 
word “London” only. Of our own despatches by the last 
inward mail, a portion came to hand early in the morning, 
some in the afternoon, and the remainder in the evening ; 
and we noticed that those which were delivered early bore a 
correct and explicit direction, while the latest were those ad- 
dressed simply “ London.” From this it seems probable that 
a change has taken place in the system of sorting at the Post 
Office, letters not explicitly addressed being thrown aside to 
be dealt with after the properly directed ones have been at- 
tended to. We therefore beg that our correspondents and 
contributors, publishers of journals who exchange with us, 
and firms who are good enough to forward us their circulars, 
will in future address them in full, to No. 2, Cowper’s-court, 
Cornhill, London, E.C. And we strongly recommend all 
persons in the East who have correspondents in London, to 
adopt the same rule. 


THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS ASSOCIATION. 

A copy of avery important despatch from Sir Harry Orp, 
in which his Excellency replies to the various representa- 
tions made by the Straits Settlements Association to the 
Colonial-office, has been forwarded by Earl GranviLte to the 
Honorary Seoretary of the Association; and a meeting, 
which was very fully attended, was held on Wednesday, the 
15th inst., to take this document into consideration. The 
result was the appointment of a committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Napier, GILFILLAN, and Tipmay, to prepare a reply to 
the Governor's despatch. The document and the reply to it 
will no doubt be published in due time, and will, we hope, 
mark another step in the progress of reform in the Govern- 
ment of Crown Colonies. It is gratifying, at any rate, to find 
that the present Chief of the Colonial-office evinces a dis 
position to thoroughly investigate the alleged causes of com- 
plaint ; and the Straits Association has already evidenced the 
advantage to be gained by an influential body of colonists 
acting in this country as the representatives of a distant com- 
munity of British subjects. 

Mr. Narizr has issued a pamphlet, entitled “ Independence 
of the Judges in the Straits Settlements ” (to be obtained at 
Singapore, Colombo, and Hong Kong), in which this question, 
possessing so much interest, not only for Straits residents, but 
for those concerned with judicial independence in Crown Co- 
lonies generally, is very ably treated. The pamphlet contains 
a lucid exposition of the views of the Association regarding the 
status of the Judges, and shows clearly enough the hollowness 
of the objections hitherto opposed to them by the Colonial- 
office. But argument is unavailing with those whose actions 
are not based on reason. The Straits Judges are now deprived 
of their independence, not because they have been proved 
unfit for it, or because anything is to be gained by taking it 
away, but simply because the Straits have become a Crown 
colony, aud must therefore be brought in ell respects into a 
state of uniformity with other Crown Colonies—without any 
reference to the total dissimilarity of conditions between Sin- 
gapore and (for example) Jamaica. Probably, as Mr. Napier 
remarks, if Lord GRANVILLE could divest. his mind of official 
traditions, and bring his own independent judgment to bear 
on the question, he would at once see the absurdity of the 
Colonial-office view of it. 


WE hear the first “ China Loan”—of four million taela— 
is to come out in February, the security being the Customs 
Revenue. The Chincse must not be denied credit for willing- 
neas to adopt the usuages of Western nations ; at any rate, 
as regards borrowing money to spend on arsenals and arma- 
ments. 
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THE SUEZ CANAL. 

AN official report on the Suez Canal having been made by 
Commander G. S..Narzs, of Her Masesry’s surveying vessel 
Newport, which passed through at the opening, the Hydro- 
grapher to the Admiralty has issued a series of directions for 
the navigation of the Canal. There is no doubt, it is stated, 
that every vessel will do more or less damage to the banks on 
passiog, but screwships going five or six knots will do but little 
harm. Large vessels should go at slower speed than small 
ones. The latest accounts from the Canal report that the 
Peruvian, which had discharged more than half her cargo, got 
through to Suez in six days. The Babel had to lighten up 
to 16 feet 3 inches (or 5 metres) ; this was done at the ex- 
pense of the Company into lighters. The underwriters do 
not look on the risk with any more favour, and in most cases 
charge even a higher rate than round the Cape. They will 
not allow stranding in the Canal to be taken as an ordinary 
case of stranding. Veusels, however, continue to leave with 
cargoes for ports in India and China. It is said that a Rus- 
sian line of steamers from the Black Sea to Bombay, via the 
Canal, is about to be established, with contracts already 
made by one house at Moscow to ship 4,000 bales of cotton 
per week. The report made by Capt. Mrruven, of the 
P. and O. Company to the managing directors on the state 
of the Canal has been published in the form of a pamphlet, 
and contains much useful information. It is now freely ad- 
mitted on the part of the Canal Company that it must be 
considerably deepened and in some places widened, and that 
extensive works have still to be undertaken at Port Said. 
Rumoor whispers that to admit of the necessary dredging 
operations, the Canal will -be. closed until April next ; but 
the engineers say that all can be done without any suspension 
of the traffic. We hope this will prove to be the case. 


OUR TELEGRAPHIC EXTRA. 

THE utter disorganisation of the Indian telegraphs still 
continues to act most prejadicially on our TELEGRAPHIO 
Extra. We deeply regret to find that two successive issues 
(those of Nov. 4 and Nov. 17) appeared in an incomplete 
state, the special telegrams sent out for those numbers having 
miscarried. We have previously explained that these mis- 
haps are attributable to no fault in the management, but 
take this opportunity of again assuring subscribers of our in- 
tention to persevere in the endeavour to make the Extra a 
success, notwithstanding these discouraging circumstances. 
These frequent miscarriages have induced us to be content, 
for the present, with shorter and less comprehensive tele- 
grams than we at first intended ; but we trust that an im- 
provement in the lines will soon enable us to improve the 
Extra, provided it is supported. — 


From Egypt we have a piece of information curiously il- 
lustrative of the real tendency of Lord Cuarenpon’s Foreign 
Policy. It has no immediate reference to our relations with 
China, but has nevertheless such an indirect bearing on the 
whole question of England’s position in the East as justifies 
us in adverting to it here. Sir SamuzL Baker, as is well 
known, has entered the service of the Viceroy of Eaypt, 
and is about to conduct an expedition into the interior 
of Africa to put down slavery, which flourishes more 
than ever in the Soudan. England has always held the 
very highest position before the world as the unrelenting 
enemy of slavery ; she has long maintained a squadron on 
the African coast, to combat, at a heavy cost of life and trea- 
sure, the infamous traffic; it was with the consent of the 
English Government, and, indeed, under the special influence 
and encouragement of the Prince of Wates, that Sir S. Baker 
undertook his arduous task ; and it was therefore not un- 
reasonable to expect that the moral, and if needed, the ma- 
terial support of England, would be vouchsafed to so import- 
ant a step in the interests of humanity and civilisation. Not 
80, however. Colonel Stanton, Her Masesty’s Consul-General 
in Egypt, in accordance with positive instructions received 
from the Foreign-office, has formally warned Sir S. Baker 
that he and thoso under him will receive no aid or protection 
from this country, and that if they are in any way “ wronged, 
injured, molested, or constrained ”—that is, if they are cap- 
tured and tortured, imprisoned, or enslaved—they are not to 
look to England for any redress. So that, on the eve of its 
departure, this useful mission is publicly discredited and de- 
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nounced by our Government. It is thus that England, under 
a Liberal administration, renounces the lofty aspirations and 
abnegates the noble duties that have hitherto been her privi- 
lege and pride. 








Our Rotterdam Correspondent gives an interesting ac- 
count of the debate in the Second Chamber, which ended in 
the final rejection of the proposed vote to support a Dutch 
Embassy at Peking. It contains some amusing illustrations 
of the complete success that has attended Mr. BuURLINGAME'S 
endeavours to ingratiate himself with the Ministry. One 
member thereof (Mr. DE CaseMBRooT) gravely impressed 
on the Chamber the necessity of remembering that “the 
Government of China was a most enlightened one ;” and 
another (M. Roest van Luipure) naively confessed that he 
had been guided by Mr. Buriinaame’s advice, not only in 
proposing to establish a Minister at Peking, but even in fixing 
the amount of his proposed salary. How M. van Linpurc’s 
simple and confiding nature must have been hurt by the 
rude way in which his proposal was negatived by the majority 
of non-believers in Mr. Burtincamg! That distinguished 
diplomatist is uuw in Berlin, where, we are informed, a treaty 
is being arranged between China and the North German Con- 
federation, whereby each party will be bound to grant the 
other all privileges accorded to “ the most favoured nations.” 
Perhaps the North Germans fancy that the effect of this will 
be to place themselves and the Chinese on terms of equality ; 
but they will soon find that the equality is all on one side. 


Ir is sad to think that the Duke of EpmvsurcH must be 
set down a8 a mauvais sujet after all. We read of his frank, 
genial manner, of the favourable impression he has left in 
Japan and Hong Kong; of the hearty cordiality with which 
he joined in the demonstrations in honour of Admiral KEpret ; 
but just as we begin to feel quite enthusiastic about “ Our 
Sailor Prince,” there comes the bitter recollection that he has 
visited the “sink of iniquity,” and allowed himself to be feted 
by the denizens of that Stygian pool. That he could emerge 
from so horrible an abyss without being utterly corrupted 
and demoralised, would be too much to expect ; and we are, 
therefore, not surprised to hear that the Duke of Somerset 
has given him up entirely.

A Cruise in the Gorgon. By W. Cope Devereux, R.N. Bell and 
Daldy.—Those of our readers who are tired of the disquisitions on 
the coolic trade between China and Peru, which seems from recent 
disclosures to embody all the worst features of slavery, may like to 
hear something of the African slave trade fora change. It isa 
long time since we had a book on the slave trade, for, in truth, the 
subject has of late years become somewhat stale and devoid of 
general interest. The days of exciting chases and important cap- 
tures may almost be said to have ceased soon after our squadron 
of gun-brigs came to be superseded by steam-sloops re screw- 
gunboats ; by degrees the slavers became less daring, until their 

¢ was so far suppressed that the preventive squadron came 
to be regarded almost as asuperfluity, the only intimation of 
its proceedings being an occasional Admiralty notification regard- 
ing the distribution, in infinitesimally small shares, of a paltry 
amount of prize-money earned by the capture of some wretched 
“slave dhow, name unknown.” Indeed, it is not very long since 
sore zealous advocates of naval economy urged the entire with- 
drawal of our African squadron, on the ground that its occupation 
was gone. Under these circumstances it is interesting to learn, 
from an officer of experience on the station, something of the actual 
condition of the trade in the present decade. The cruise of the 
Gorgon extended from November, 1860, until June in the follow- 
ing year. It appears, from Mr. Devereux’s narrative, that up to 
that time there was still a good deal of illicit trafic in human 
flesh carried on on the Mozambique coast, besides what may be 
called the Icgalised trade in slaves, with which our treaty with the 
Sultan of Zanzibar prevented any interference. Most of this seems 
to be done under the convenient shelter of the Portuguese flag, 
by those who profess to be bond fide traders on the coast. The 
Portuguese pervade every available spot on the const, and as far 
in the interior as they can penetrate ; under their auspices the 
slave trade, with all its concomitant rascalities, flourishes ; and all 
attempts to counteract their baleful influence, either by the 
Suaviter in modo (as personified by cur missionaries), or the fortiter 
in re (as represented by our gunboats), have hitherto failed. Our 
author has not written without an object ; he not only exposes the 
evils of the slave trade itself, as still carried on, but also shows 
how futile are our attempts at a complete suppression of it, not- 
withstanding the heavy expenditure of money, and the still more 
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regrettable loss of life that have accompanied them. Some details 
are given of actions in which British naval officers, in their thirst 
for prize money, have been guilty of what can hardly be called 
anything else than piracy ; and finally, in a section of the book 
devoted to a trip up the Zembesi, with Dr. Livingstone, Mr. 
Devereux shows how our missions to Central Africa have come to 
grief through mismanagement, ance, and misdirected ex- 
penditure. To all who are not indifferent to the important social 
problem involved in the question of slavery, the book cannot be 
otherwise than interesting. 

Womankind in Western Europe. By Thomas Wright, F.8.4. 
Groombridge and Sons.—In this handsome volume Mr. Wright 
makes no pretence of having produced a philosophical treatise on 
the character and condition af the female sex generally, or of an 
profound investigation into the complicated question of women’s 
rights. But he has endeavoured, and with no small measure of 
success, to trace, from sources not accessible to the general reader, 
the history of the sex in Western Europe from the earliest times 
to the seventeenth century ; with descriptions of the condition, cha- 
racter, manners, and—last, though not least—dress, at different 
epochs. The task could not possibly have fallen into more tho- 
roughly competent hands. . Wright’s profound antiquarian 
knowledge and his researches into ancient and medisval litera- 
ture, have made the subject apparently as familiar to him as the 
Latin grammar is to a schoolboy ; indeed, so great a stock of in- 
formation has he accumulated that his only difficulty has been to 
do justice to the richness of the materials at his disposal. Oom- 
mencing with the condition of woman in Gaul and Britain during 
the Roman period, we are led through the Frankish and Anglo- 
Saxon periods to the feudal times, where “domestic life in the 
castle” and among the Anglo Normans generally, affords some 
curious pictures. Then we come to the days of feudal romance, 
with their troubadours—Provence, with its poetry and “ Courts of 
Love ”’—and then to the transition period, when feudalism be, 
to die out, until the sixteenth century, when it may be said to 
have become extinct in Western Europe. This period affords an 
especially rich supply of materials illustrative of the social sys- 
tem of the time, both in England and France. Deyond the time 
of Charles I., or what may be termed the close of the Elizabethan 
age, Mr. Wright dves not attempt to go. To have brought his 
history down to the present time would, he considered, have re- 
quired a much greater amount of labour and research, and much 
more space than was consistent with the limits of a single volume. 
As far as the work goes, however, it is perfect. The numerous 
illustrations include many fac-similies, in chromo-lithography, of 
curious pictures from ancient MSS., and illuminated missals of the 
Middle Ages. 

Deliverance, or the Bold Conspiracy. A Tale of the Inquisition ; 
and other Stories. Groombridge and Sons.—The nature of the 

rincipal tale in this volume is sufficiently indicated by its title. 
e deals with the darkest period of the history of the Papacy, 
and is full of incidents illustrative of the cunning, cruelty, an 
bigotry of the Jesuits, then in the zenith of their power. 

Kingsdown Lodge, by Emma Jane Worboise. E. Marlborough 
and Co.—This is a new edition of a pleasing story by the author 
of “Thornycroft Hall” and some other tales of what may be 
termed an “improving” tendency. Like her other iaieg 
differs very strongly from the sensational style of fiction that 
latterly become so popular. 

The Microscope and The Telescope, by the Hon. Mrs. Ward 
(Groombridge and Sons), are two excellent little books. The first 
is a complete guide to the management and use of the microsco 
with instructions for the collecting and mounting of objects, an 
descriptions of various objects of special interest and beauty 
adapted for study. It is full of excellent woodcuts, and may 
justly be described asa perfect handbook to the use of the instru- 
ment. The companion work is on the same principle. It con- 
tains a familiar sketch of the history and construction of the 
telescope, with special notices of those heavenly bodies that come 
within the range of small instruments such as amateur astrono- 
mers are likely to possess. There are also instructive details of 
some of the most interesting discoveries that have been made with 
the telescope. The volume is illustrated with a good map of the 
moon’s surface and numerous other engravings. 

One of the most splendid gift-books of the scason is a selection 
of Hood’s Poems, with illustrations by Gustave Doré. In such 
subjects as “ Hugene Aram,”’and the “ ridge of Sighs,” the wild, 
fanciful imagination of the artist has full scope, and his drawings 
are full of that strange, weird power in the possession of which 
he stands alone among living artists. There are two editions, one 
illustrated with engravings from Doré’s designs, the other by au- 
totypes, or fac-similes of his original pictures, produced from 
photogra hs by Mr. Ernest Edwards’s process of printing in carbon. 
The absolute fidelity with which this beautiful process reproduces 
the artist’s work, not only in outline but in every gradation of 
tone, every touch of the brush, and even in colour, must be seen 
to be believed. The publishers are Messrs. Moxon and Co., whose 
new publications also include the Royal Gift Book for ed 
express permission of Her Most Gracious Majesty, entitled Wz 
sor Custle, containing thirty photographs printed in permanent 
colours, by Mr. Ernest Edwards, with descriptive text by B. B. 
Woodward, F.S.A., Librarian to the Queen. 
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Measrs. Macmillan and Oo. also announce an important work, 
illustrated in the same manner, entitled Specimens of the Draw- 
tings of Ten Masters. These consist of twenty photographs by Mr. 
Ernest Edwards, from the Royal Collection at Windsor, with de- 
scriptive text by Mr. Woodward, F.S.A., the late Royal Librarian. 

Mr. Richard Bentley announces an important elucidation of 
the Byron mystery, Medora Leigh, a History and an Autobi- 
ography, by a new Witness, edited by Dr. Charles Mackay. From 
what we are eet to understand, Medora was a wild and wayward 
sister, or half-sister, of Mrs. Leigh ; and while the general truth 
of Lady Byron and Mrs. Stowe remains unimpugned, Dr. Mackay 
proves, so we hear, the fact that there was some foundation for 
the story, but that Lady Byron was mistaken, and led Mrs. Stowe 
into error. We shall be heartily glad when this scandal shall be 
allowed to drop into ,the oblivion from which it never ought to 
have been evoked. 


The forthcoming work from the pen of General Garibaldi has 
been translated under the supervision of a distinguished English 
dittérateur, and will be published under the title of “The Rule of 
the Monk, or Rome in the Nineteenth Century.” It is under- 
stood to be a vivid portraiture of the wrongs and evils of Papal 
misrule in Rome, together with a narrative of personal experi- 
ences and actual adventures, thrown into the form of a stirring 
story. The patriot of Caprera is himself a personage in the novel. 


The Marchioness of Hastings is the illustrator of a book called 
Bed Fancies,” which will shortly be published by Hurst and 
ett. 


Mr. Tennyson’s new volume, published by Messrs. Strahan, 
contains the completion of the “ Idylls of the King,” and has 
prefixed to it a note in which the Laureate states the mode in 
which he would have the Idylls already published, and the new 
work, read, the whole being the result of Mr. Tennyson’s long 
study of Arthurian romance. 


Mr. Dickens’s new serial story will be issued on the lst of March 
and will be concluded in twelve monthly parts, uniform with the 
original illustrated issues of the works of this most popular of all 
novelists. 

The Graphic, the new and formidable rival to our old friend the 
Ilustrated London News, is likely to have a large share of pnblic 
favour. Indeed, it takes much higher ground than the latter ; 
the Illustrated, amusing and full of information as it is, has little 
originality in its composition, and must be considered a “ thing of 
shreds and patches.” The Graphic, on the other hand, exhibits 
none of this paste-and-scissors work, but literary merit of a high 
order, while the illustrations are admirable in quality. This is 
not surprising when we find among the list of artistic contri- 
butors the names of the President of the Royal Academy, four 
Royal Academicians, and nine Associates, besides Goodall, Charles 
Keene, Marcus Stone, Du Maurier, Harrison Weir, and other well- 
known favourites. The first number gave promise of great ex- 
cellence, and the second (now before us) is even better. 


Nature, Messrs. Macmillan and Co.’s new scientific journal, has 
reached its seventh number, and is evidently destined to maintain 
the high reputation its projectors seek to establish. It deals with 
a wide range of subjects, all handled with undeniable ability ; and 
most of the contributions are signed, instead of being anonymous. 
The Academy, the new literary periodical, is remarkable tor the 
abstruscness of its contents. It is cleverly and laboriously pro- 
duced, but is, we fancy, of too heavy a nature to find many readers. 


Our readers are no doubt already aware that the Tall Mall 
Gazette will appear as a daily morning journal from 1st January 
Doubtless, the extinction of the Mourning Star (which had for 
some time been a “ falling star,” and evidently tending towards 
the usual fate of those fiery meteors) leaves an opening for a new 
morning paper; but the general opinion seems to be that the 
proprietors of the Pall Mall are not acting judiciously in seeking 
a new field. 

A large and valuable collection of Chinese books, consisting of 
upwards of 1,100 volumes, has recently been added to the Chinese 
library at the British Museum. The books were brought to this 
country by Wang Taou, a learned Chinese scholar, who selected 
them in his native country with the view of their being of assist- 
ance to Dr. Legge, the great Sinologue, in translating the Chi- 
nese classics, the work on which he is now engaged. As both 
these gentlemen are about to return to China, the books were 
offered by them to the trustees of the British Museum, who in- 
stantly secured the collection. Being books especially chosen to 
elucidate the older classical and historical works of China, they 
are of infinite value to students of Chinese literature. 


Among recent French works, one of the most important is Le Japon 
Illustré, par Aimé Humbert (Hachette and Cic.). It is comprised in 
two magnificent imperial 4to. volumes, with 500 wood engravings, 
a map of Japan, and two plans. The author, in collecting the ma- 
terial for these volumes, visited the towns and country round the 
Bay of Yedo at all seasons of the year, and with pencil and note- 
book in hand made his notes and sketches. Besides these means, 
he availed himself largely of the aid of photography, and also of 
the portfolio of Mr. Wirgman, correspondent of the Illustrated 
London News. From these various sources he has produced a 
most complete picture of the institutions, habits, and manners of 


the Japanese people. - ease an| 
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A Diary of the Prince and Princess of Wales’s tour in Egypt, 
kept by the Hon. Mrs. Grey, one of the ladies in waiting, has re- 
cently been published for private circulation. According to the 
Court Journal, only a few copies, handsomely got up, have been 
printed. 

Professor R. Pumpelly, of Harvard, is about to publish, simul- 
taneously in New York and London, an important work, entitled 
Across America and Asia. It will be largely illustrated with wood 
engravings by our own countryman, Linton, and with curious fac- 
similes of Japanese woodcuts and colour-printing. §

STUDY OF THE ORIENTAL LANGUAGES IN 
FRANCE. 

The French Government and savants are certainly using their 
utmost endeavours to assist the progress of French commerce in the 
Far East. The number of books recently published in France on 
subjects connected with China and Japan, and noticed in our columns, 
the admirable fonts of type employed at the Imprimere Impériale in 
the printing of these works, and the extension that has been given to 
the various schools of Oriental language are all evidences of the above 
fact. The chair of Chinese has long been worthily filled by M. Sta 
nislaus Julien; and last year the complimentary course of Japanese 
was converted into a regular professorship, and M. Léon de Rosny 
appointed to the chair. These gentlemen, as well as other Oriental 
professors, have natives attached to their chairs as repetiteurs or as- 
sistant teachers. These young Orientals exhibit great intelligence, 
speak French well, and some of them are contributing to French pe= 
riodicals information respecting their native countries. Thus Kouri- 
Moto Tei-zi-Ro, from Yedo, is the author of a curious paper on “‘ The 
Condition of Women in Japan,” which appeared in the second number 
of the Revue Ethnographique, recently published. M. de Rosny him- 
self has just completed an elementary course of Japanese and vocabu- 
lary in seven parts.” Lastly, the works of the Jesuits, Portuguese, 
and others, including native authors, Chinese, Japanese, Siamese, &c., 
either in their original form or in that of translations, have now their 
regular publishers or salesmen, and appear to be in fair demand. 

Certainly the Oriental classes are far from being crowded, but Rome 
was not built in a day, and our neighbours deserve all the more credit 
from the fact that the task they have undertaken is very slow up-hill 
work. 


FOOCHOW TEAS—DETERIORATION. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


S1r,—Anyonce interested in the trade with Foochow must see 
the necessity of drawing the attention of the teamen there to the 
yearly deterioration of the teas from that port, in the hopes that 
more attention will be paid to the preparing and curing of the 
teas this coming season. I recollect when in Foochow we could 
always depend on our teas doing less harm in bad years that the 
teas from the northern ports; but now the reverse is the case, and 
this year, though Foochow teas are eight millions short of last 
season, against a deficit of only four millions from the North, 
the latter are saleable at about cost, while the former are 
totally unsaleable, excepting by public auction without re- 
serve, and then at a severe loss. This, no doubt, arises from the 
inferiority of the teas; the relative positions may be thus ex- 
plained :—A Shanghai tea with flavour and quality, and good 
infused leaf, can be sold here at 1s. 5d. to cover cost ; while a Foo- 
chow tea of equal quality, if sold at 1s. 5d., would lose 7d. per lb, 
And it is a notorious fact that many of the largest dealers, who at 
one time carried on their trade with Kysow teas, now buy only 
black-leaf teas, refusing altogether to look at Kysows. The same 
inferiority is also visible in Souchongs, particularly this season, when 
it may almost he said there has not been one chop of really fine im- 
ported. This inferiority of Foochow teas docs not, I think,depend on 
the growers, but with those who prepare the tea for foreign markets. 
I believe the teas are spoilt in the curing, being too hastily fired 
and they are then further deteriorated by being mixed with old 
or inferior teas, leaving only some approach to fineness on the 
very first picking, and bringing the rest to a level almost of come 
mon Congou ; and it is much to be feared that unless some great 
change takes place in the quality of Foochow teas, we shall soon 
only see two prices for them—one for the few that have some 
quality, the rest will be classed as common Congou. 

Buyers, too, in Foochow should give up making such absurd dif- 
ferences in teas,—paying from 1s. 3d. to 1s. 8d. for teas that are 
here all saleable at the lowest price ; and not caused solely by the 
depressed state of the market here, but from the fact that on 
this side no difference exists between them, and why they should 
have been bought at such a difference of price is a mystery to all 
on this side. 

Another great mistake is made by buyers in Foochow continuing 
to buy for the first three months of the season without any ma- 
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terial fall in prices, although the quality must have differed con - 
siderably. As an importer, J know advices are often received here 
from one’s agent that at the opening he thought prices far too 
high; then, in about a month, when the quality must have con- 
siderably fallen off, he advises purchases at Tls. 1 to Tls. 2 reduc- 
tion, when the reduction should have been Tls.10 at least. I 
maintain that to do a safe business there should bea drop of Tis. 8 
to Tis. 10 after the first ten ships have sailed and another 
heavy reduction in another fortnight or three weeks, and 
after the first week in August very little should be bought 
over common Congou price ; for so long as teas are bought all 
through the year at almost the same price, while quality has 
been falling off day by day, we cannot expect to do a satisfactory 
business. ‘I'ea importing bas been a losing business now for some 
years, especially from Foochow. I can see no chance of Foochow 
teas paying until the quality is improved, and the prices paid vary 
more in accordance with the quality.—As so many of your readers 
are interested in this subject, I hope you will find room for this in 
your next issue, and remain, Sir, your obedient servant, 
London, Dec, 14, 1869.

The Prussian Parliament is still sitting, and will probably adjourn 
for the holidays at the end of this week, as it has been found impos- 
sible to get through the business and close the session before Christ- 
mas. The House has got pretty well through the estimates, but there 
is still the Bill for the Consolidation of the National Debt, which can- 
not be brought forward till after the holidays. When it does come on 
it will not be passed without some lively debates, as some opposition 
is offered already in the Conservative press, and several of the members 
are known to be opposed to it. However, it has successfully passed 
through one of its phases of danger, for the Finance Committee of the 
House, to whom it was referred for preliminary examination, has 
passed it by a majority of seventeen to thirteen votes. With regard 
to the new Four aud a-Half per Cent. Consols, the names of the pro- 
opi will not be registered and transferred in case of sales, but bonds 

issued payable to bearer in sums of $1,000 each, with coupons and 
counterfoil attached, the former payable on April 1 and Oct. 1 by the 
cashier of the Department for the Administration of the National 
Debt and the other Government offices appointed for the payment of 
interest. Amortisation is to be effected to the amount available as sur- 
plas of the public expenses every year—not by drawings of numbers 
and repayment at par, but by purchases on the Berlin Stock Exchange 
at the quotations of the day. But it is expressly stipulated in the 
new bonds, the text of which has been published, that the State re- 
serves to itself the right of redeeming them onand after Jan. 1, 1890, 
at their full nominal value, after giving due notice, the duration of 
which will be notified at that fature date. The conpons must be pre- 
sented for payment within four years after they become due, as after 
that the owners lose all claim to compensation. From the foregoing 
it is apparent that the safety of the bondholders has not been so much 
Consulted as that of the State, for it cannot be denied that the pro- 
ome are much safer when their names are inscribed on the bank 
ke, as in England, than according to this German system, where 
the bonds are liable to be stolen, or else destroyed by fire and other 
accidents; so that there is every probability of the Government reap- 
ing a considerable benefit from such cagualties to the bonds and cou- 
ns during the course of the twenty years, the minimum period they 

ave to run. 

Count Bismark has at length returned to Berlin, though it may be 
doubted whether he would have made his appearance so soon but for 
an sccidental cause. Though he has paid his respects to the King and 
Queen and received some few people—mostly his private friends—he 
has not publicly entered on the duties of his high official position nor 
placed himself in communication with the Corps Diplomatic, which is 
atill carried on by the Under-Secretary of State, Herr von Thile. The 
Count has now been for more than a week at Berlin, and still main- 
tains a sort of incognito, though he goes out shooting nearly every 
day with his friend General von Roon, the Minister for War, in the 
preserves of the latter, at no great diatance from the capital. 

The fortuitous circumstance above alluded to, that induced the 
Count to come to Berlin was the receipt of a telegram from one of his 
sons at Bonn to eay that his brother Herbert—tbey are both pursuing 
their studies at that University—had been seriously wounded in a duel 
with another student, and was lying in a critical state. On the re- 
ceipt of this intelligence both parents started off for Bonn; but on 
their arrival at Berlin they received more cheerful news, and the 
Count remained at Berlin, whilst the Counteas proceeded to the bed- 
side of her son to nurse him. It appears not to have been a duel 
in the generally accepted sense of the term, as there was no insult 
given or hostile spirit between the combatants, but one of those trials 
ofskill and courage common to all the German universities, and which 
all students have to go through. Though muffled up in thickly padded 
dresses, in which every part of the person is well protected except the 
face, it requires a very severe cut with the broadsword to draw blood. 
Therefore the point of the joke—for auch it is considered in German 
student life—lies in being able by a skilful twist of the wrist to give 
the opponent a slash on the cheek. And this the opponent appears 
to have done on the young Count ina very creditable manner ; for he 
has not only given him the above-mentioned slash, which is considered 
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the very perfection of skill, but given him another that cut open his 
upper lip, and inflicted three other wounds. From a letter I saw from 
astudent at Bonn to his father (in which he gives a minute account of 
the proceedings, at which he was present), an alarm was given that the 
“ Proctor and his Bulldogs” were coming, upon which they all dis- 
persed, and the medical student who performs the part of surgeon, 
was obliged to sew up the young Count’s wounds in a hurry (and per- 
haps not very scientifically), so that though they ostensibly healed in 
a few days, matter was formed, and suppuration ensued. By the latest 
accounts, however, his condition is described as satisfactory. 

The Prussian Staats-Anzeiger announces that the King has conferred 
on Herr von Delbrtick, the head of the Federal Chancery and locum 
tenens of Count Bismark, the title and rank of a Minister of State 
without a portefeuille, which enables him to take his seat at the Coun- 
cil of Ministers, so that he may know all that is going on, and thus be 
prepared to make use of his knowledge of the feelings and intentions 
of Prussia, which cannot be otherwise than important for him to be 
acquainted with in his official relations with the representatives of the 
other Governments in the Federal Council, at which he presides in the 
absence of Count Bismark. 

The Bill of the late Minister of Finances that was passing through 
the House when he resigned office, providing for a more rigorous con- 
trol of the income-tax, does not meet the approbation of the new 
Finance Minister, Herr Camphausen. [n withdrawing it he stated to the 
Financial Committee that the inconveniences and complaints that 
must necessarily ensue on the part of the tax-payers weighed a great 
deal heavier with him than the few hundred thousand dollars of addi- 
tional revenue that it might poasibly produce if carried into operation. 

The Chinese Embassy is still at Berlin, and will Lee | remain 
there till the end of the year. Arrangements are said to be in course 
ef negotiation for an agreement between China and the North German 
Confederation—either in the form of a protocol or an additional treaty 
—involving the principle of the subjects of the two countries being 
treated in the other on the basis of the most favoured nation. Mr. 
Bancroft, the United States Envoy at Berlin, has given a banquet to 
Mr. Burlingame and the Chinese Ambassadors, at which the latter 
eppeere in the full official costume§which they wore when presented 
at Court. 

It is reported that the University of Kiel is to be given up, as it 
costa $80,000 for the salaries of the Professorg and officials, and there 
are only 150 immatriculated students, and even in exceptional years 
there were never more than 200. It will be a great loss for the citi- 
zens ; but it is likely they will be more than compensated by the naval 
arsenal that is proposed to be established there. 


COMMERCIAL. 

The Tea market continues quiet, but prices are well supported. The 
sales by private contract included 145/4 and 256/8 chests Moning 
Congou and 200/4 chests Souchong. At public sale 187/4 cheats ordi- 
nary to good ordinary Congou were sold at 11% to 18 sch. beo. per lb., 
41 chests ordinary middling to good middling Pecco fetched from 19§ 
to 24 sch. beo., 150/4 chests ordinary middling to fair middling Hyson 
16 to 25 sch. bco., and 85 chests middling to good middling Imperial 
17 to 20 sch. beo. Cleaned Rice moves off pretty freely at the quota- 
tions, but nothing has been done in rough. There is an improved de- 
mand for Pepper, but no alteration in values. Cassia Lignea continues 
in demand. Ginger is rather lower, and 40,000 lba. of Bengal changed 
hands at 24 sch. bco. Spelter neglected.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) — 

; AM, Deo. 14. 

A few days after the departure of the last mail a question referring 
to the credit of £12,000, asked for by the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
on behalf of the Consulate to be established in China, was discussed 
by the Second Chamber of the States-General, and Mr. Dumbar, the . 
antagonist par excellence of the diplomatista, proposed an amendment 
to reject the demand for the credit. He was of opinion that we were 
already sufficiently represented in China, and he contested the asser- 
tion that the mission would be beneficial to our trade there, and the 
fact that the Trading Company had urged the necessity of the grant. 
He feared algo that if our Ambassador were insulted we should be in- 
volved in diplomatic complications. The amendment was seconded 
by Mr. van Goltstein, who was of opinion that it was an entirely use- 
less expenditure, and that the presence of a Consul was quite suffi- 
cient to promote the interests of our trade. Mr. van Lynden, on the 
other side, was of opinion that an Ambassador in China was indeed 
urgently necessary, but he objected to the small amount which the Go- 
vernment asked for the establishment of the Embassy, and he as- 
serted that it was impossible for a Minister to live in China upon 
£1,000 a-year. Mr. de Casembroot strongly objected to the amend- 
ment. He was convinced that the opening of the Suez Canal would 
lead to the extension of our commercial relations with the Far 
East, and it ought not at the same time to be forzotten that 
the Chinese Government was actually a very enlightened one, and 
that England had opened negotiations with reference to a revision of 
its commercial treaty with China. He demonstrated that if the Cham- 
ber did not grant the amount our commercial interests must be injured 
to an enormous extent. Messrs. Hoffman and Blusfe spoke to the 
same tenour. They strongly condemned the Consuls, who, they as- 
serted, were alzo traders, and therefore did not promote the general 
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interests, but only their own. After several members had objected to 
or defended the amendment, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, Mr. Roest 
van Limburg, roee and spoke most eloquently in favour of his proposal. 
He stated that we, according to our treaty with China, were bound to 
appoint a Minister at Peking, and he assured the Chamber that if a 
ister were appointed all the Consuls who were not well qualified for 
their duty should be dismissed. Before he fixed the amount of the 
sum asked for he requested Mr. Burlingame to state what amount was 
necessary for a Minister to live at Peking, and it was according to the 
advice of that Ambassador that he asked for £1,000. He denied that 
he should have acted upon the instigation of the Dutch Trading Com- 
y alone; that company had only drawn his attention to the stipu- 
tions of the existing treaty. Several members responded, and event- 
ually the amendment of Mr. Dumbar was carried by thirty-seven 
against thirty-five votes, thus defeating the Minister's motion. Mr. 
de Casembroot thereupon regretted that the proposition of the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs had been rejected, but he hoped that Mr. Roeat will 
find an opportunity to renew the proposal at some future time. The 
Budget for Foreign Affairs was afterwards voted by an overwhelming 
majorit; The Budgets for the Departments of Justice and Home 
‘Afiairs ave likewise passed ; but the debates thereupon were of very 
small interest for your readers. At length the Minister of the Depart- 
ment of Justice has laid before the members a Bill to abolish capital 
punishment, as well for’ civil as military crimes. Capital punishment 
will be replaced by confinement from five to twenty-five years, and in 
some cases for life. Capital punishment will only be maintained in 
cases of conspiracy or high treason. 

The members of the First Chamber have assembled, in order to 
discuss the Budget of the Colonial Department. After a very short 
debate it was carried almost unanimously. The discussions, which 
lasted only two days, have proved that our Lords sympathise largely with 
the Minister of the Colonial Department, for Mr. Hartsen, the pur sang 
Colonial Conservative, stood almost alone. Mr. de Waal, the Minister, 
has not given up his project of a fixed annual contribution by our East 
India possessions to our Treasury, and it seems that he intends to call 
upon Parliament to once more state its opinion upon the question. 
The Lords, after having voted this Budget, took receas; indeed, they 
had nothing else todo. It is probable that all the Budgets will not 
be voted before the end of the year, notwithstanding that this is pre- 
ecribed by our Constitution. 

In one of my former letters I told you that a meeting had been held 
here, in order to establish a branch of the Society for Promoting the 
Welfare of the Javanese. The list of gentlemen who attended exhi- 
bita a great diversity of political and religious opinion. Amongst 
the matters discussed, reference was made to Christian missionaries 
abroad, and several gentlemen strongly urged that every possible 
means should be taken to establish missions among the Javanese. 
A curious paper war has resulted from this debate. One of our local 
weekly journals contested the opinion brought forward, and asserted 
that the Javanese religion was as good as ours, and that it was quite 
superfluous to teach them the Christian religion. I need not say that 
this bold speaking made an enormous sensation, which has since aug- 
mented, because the clergy have not been wise enough to keep silence. 
They responded to the newspaper article, whose editor has since re- 
plied ; and, as matters stand now, it seems that he has the best of the 
discugsion. A curious sign of the age. 

In Zuidhorn an election has taken place for the vacant seat of the 
late Mr. Olivier. Mr. Eppo Cremers, ex-Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
was duly elected. He is the only Catholic member in Parliament who 
represents a Protestant district. This is certainly remarkable, at a 
time when a controversy prevaila between the Liberal and Catholic 
papers but Mr. Cremers is a8 warm, a very warm Liberal, and our 

orthern provinces are fanatical adherents to Liberal principles; they 
even go, according to the Handelsblad—a leading Liberal paper—too 
far. Why I will tell you. Some months ago a paper was published 
in Groningen called Het Ncorden. It made its way and obtained favour 
very speedily ; was hated by ita opponenta, and adored by its promoters. 
It akg new ideas, and did not even scruple to defend Republican prin- 
ciples. Amongst the new ideas brought forward by this paper was one 
to the effect that our expenditure on behalf of the navy and army was 
ridiculously high for such a small country, an enormous amount of 
money being expended with no corresponding benefit. These articles 
opened the eyes of many, and a storm of addresses were sent to the 

g urging bim not to sanction henceforth the expenditure of such a 
large amount for military purposes. The North has given the example, 
the Southern provinces follow, and it seems that people will not rest 
antil a change is made. Het Noorden had so much success that it will 
be published in a short time at Amsterdam. This does not at all con- 
tent the Handelsblad—which paper would correspond to your Punch, 
if we had a gatirical journal, as it used to represent the Standard and 
Herald. Several papers are of opinion that, if we ought to have a 
military system at all, we should follow the American model. While 
we always remain ina condition of armed peace, our (no, the Indian) 
millions are spent for nothing. 

The Nieuwe Arnhemsche Court, a Conservative paper, foretells that 
in a short time we shall be involved in a Java war, in reference to the 
succession to the throne of Djoeja. It says that there are two claim- 
ants, the one is the son of the actual Sultan, the other of the late one; 
and it predicts that if our Government fails to make a good choice, a 
war must result. It is generally thought that this is only the idle talk 
of this Conservative paper. The German Prince von Wied is betrothed 
to Princess Maria of the Netherlands. I hear that the Prince, a se- 
cond-lieutenant of the Prussian army, has been promoted to the rank 
of major, Did the capacities come with the bride ? 

Mr. B. F. A. Higgers van Kerchem has started for Batavia. I have 
reagon to believe that he is appointed director of the Java Bank. Mr. 
de Liefde, well known by his novels, bobiated in English—his last 
was, I believe, upon Dutch beggare—died some days ago at Amster- 
dam. There is, I hear, an enormous lack of medical officers in the 
Indian army. Last week some foreigners were examined at Utrecht, 
and several of our medical officers have been offered appointments in 
India. The majority, however, have declined the offers. 
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According to a private correspondent of the Arnhemeche Couran' 
the last Governor of our possessions at the Coast of Guinea was hooted 
and pelted with stones when he took his congé. The news about the 
trade and general condition of that colony continues unfavourable. 
The subscription for the Four-and-a-Half per Cent. Loan of the East 
India Railway Company, guaranteed by the State, opened at London 
and Amsterdam, has had the greatest sncces:, nearly double the capi- 
tal required (£398,300) being subscribed. 

The Java Bode, received by the last mail, has created much indig- 
nation by its articles upon Mr. Lion, the late lamented editor of the 
Batavia Handelsblad. Of course these articles are the more currish, 
being written by Mr. Huct after the death of his political opponent, 
who certainly criticised Mr. Huet very severely when he arrived in Ba- 
tavia ; but the latter, it seems, did not dare to answer until the death 
of Mr. Lion. It is probable that the secret press-azent of Mr. Hassel- 
man does not care for preserving his reputation. The Dutch papers 
are showing the greatest sympathy with Mr. Lion, who was the pioneer 
of the introduction of more Liberal principles in India. 

Some time ago J told you that Mr. des Amoric van der Hoeven was 
blackballed in the Doelen. Endeavours have since heen made to have 
him accepted as a member of the aristocratic club Amicitia, but with- 
out success ; he was blackballedagain. It is said that this antagonism 
against Mr. van der Hoeven arises from the fact that he became a 
Roman Catholic after marrying a lady belonging to that communion.

In connection with the affairs of Messrs. Morgan, Melbourn, and 
Co., of Batavia, an interesting trial has taken place in Bremen, 
regarding the interpretation of a Letter of Credit. It appears 
they held a general credit from a Bremen firm, authorising them 
to draw on the latter, payable in London, or on Messrs. Frederick 
Huth and Co., London, to the extent of £15,000 ; all drafts to be 
endorsed on the back of the credit. On the faith of that docu- 
ment, an English Bank purchased drafts to the extent of £8,000, 
which the drawers declined to accept, on the plea that Messrs. 
Morgan, Melbourn, and Co. had already valued on them to the 
full extent of £15,000. An examination of the credit, however, 
showed that previous drafts to the amount of only £6,200 had been 
written off, and the Court accordingly held that, whatever other 
sums the Batavia firm might have drawn for, the bills in question 
must be held to be covered by the credit, and that the drawees 
were liable. There can be little doubt that the judgment is an 
equitable one; but it should serve as a warning that these open 
credits are dangerous things to grant without some wholesome re- 
strictions, and that bankers should be wary in operating too freely 
on the faith of them. 

“An Importer” writes to us on the subject of the continued 
deterioration in the quality of Foochow teas, and the losses en- 
tailed thereby on importers. The writer points out that many 
large dealers who formerly bought most Kaisow teas now refuse 
them altogether, and that while a Shanghai tea of certain flavour 
and quality can be sold here at 1s. 5d., to cover cost, a Foochow 
tea of similar quality sold at 1s. 5d. would lose 7d. perlb. Every 
season the Foochow teas are cured and packed more carelessly, 
and with a larger admixture of old or inferior leaf; it is only the 
first chops that are offered that have any pretension to fineness, 
yet buyers go on for the first three months giving hardly anything 
below opening prices. We can hardly wonder that in the end 
this is found to be a losing game, but we do wonder at its being 
repeated year after year. We recommend a perusal of the letter 
referred to, and shall be glad to receive expressions of opinion 
from other quarters. 

We have to report the occurrence of several commercial failures. 
Mesars, H. F. Jorss and Co., of Leeds, woollen merchants and ex- 
porters, have been obliged to “ suspend their engagements.” Mr. 
T. Simpson, solicitor, of Leeds, has issued a circular to the credi- 
tors, asking for statements of their accounts, and giving as the 
reason for Messrs. Jorss and Co.’s unfortunate failure “the con- 
tinued depression of foreign markets.” The books have been placed 
in the hands of Messrs. H. W. and J. Blackburn, accountants, who 
will' at once prepare a statement of the affairs, and a meeting of 
the creditors will be convened on the earliest day possible. It ig 
reported that the liabilities in Yorkshire will not exceed £50,000, 
but are approaching that amount.—Advices from Birmingham 
announce that a petition in Bankruptcy has been filed by Mr 
Edward Michelson, woollen warehouseman. His liabilities are 
stated at £15,000 to £20,000. The failure has been caused by the 
depression of trade and losses upon consignments abroad.—The 
stoppage is reported of Messrs. Charles Vidal and Co., commission 
agents, of Manchester. At a meeting of the creditors the liabili- 
ties were stated to amount to £16,294 3s. 6d., and the assets to 
£4,833 12s.10d. An adjournment was agreed to with the view of 
making further inquiry.—Advices from Bradford report the sus- 
pension of Falconer Brothers, of New York. The firm had ex- 
tensive connections with several Bradford houses, and, although 
nothing is known of the general liabilities, the amount falling 
upon Bradford houses is believed to be about £40,000.—Advices 
from Stockport mention the failure of Messrs. Edmondson and 
Balfe, manufacturers, with liabilities amounting to about £5,000. 
The Manchester papers report the failure of Messrs. Henry 
Briggs and Sons, manufacturers, of Newchurch. Their liabilities, 
which fall chiefly upon Oldham spinners, amount to £2,000 or 
£3,000. 

At a meeting of the creditors of Mr. Abraham Akeroyd, manu- 
facturer, of Bradford, the balance-sheet showed liabilities for about 
£8,000, and an offer was made of 7s. 6d. in the pound, but after 
some discussion the meeting was adjourned without coming toa 
decision.— At a meeting of the creditors of Mesers. Hallewell and 
Son, worsted manufacturers, at Bradford, the liabilities were re- 
presented at £3,600, and a composition of 5s. 6d. in the pound 
was accepted.—At a meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Massey 
and Sheldop, of Chorley, the statement of affairs showed the 
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amount owing to creditors unsecured to be £3,743 ; liabilities on 
bills, £961 ; total liabilities, £4,704. The assets were estimated to 
realise £3,247, leaving a deficiency of £1,567. After discussion,it 
was unanimously resolved that a composition of 16s. in the pound 
should be accepted, payable by instalments extending over the 
next two years.—A meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Macleroy, 
Hamilton, and Co., manufacturers, has been held at Glasgow.

The Salvage Association has returned £24,500 to the under- 
writers, who had settled on the total loss of the specie sunk in the 
Carnatic steamer, wrecked in the Gulf of Suez. This amount, 
or twenty-two boxes, had been recovered by the divers of the 
association from the wreck. There are, it is believed, thirteen 
boxes of specie still to be recovered ; but it is necessary to blow 
up part of the vessel to get at the point where this portion is 
stowed, which may be carried out in a few days. 

The trial of the directors of Overend, Gurney, and Co., which 
commenced on the 13th inst., before the Lord Chief Justice, is 
exciting great interest in all City circles. 

Tenders for £387,500 in bills on India were received on the 
15th inst., when the amounts allotted were—to Calcutta, £287,500, 
and to Madras, £100,000. The minimum price was fixed, as before, 
at 1s. 11d. on Calcutta and Madras. Tenders on those presiden- 
cies at 1s. 113d. will receive about 7 per cent.; above that price 
in full. These results show that the demand for remittance to the 
East is a little in excess of that noticed on the last occasion.

Foo- 
chow Orange Pekoe: Arrivals of late have been small, while there has 
not been much inquiry. 

Green.—The demand has been confined to few buyers, with little or 
no competition ; the result has been, a great proportion of the late 
imports remain in merchants’ hands, and the few eales show declining 
rates, except for the Moyune, ex steamer Diomed, a portion of which 
were offered at public sale without reserve on the 7th inst., and realised 
satisfactory prices. For Japan leaf, either coloured or uncoloured, in 
the absence of export trade, there has been no demand except at ex- 
treme low rates. 

The Circular of Messrs. Kinnear, Hawes, and Hertz says:—The 
approach of the holidays has been felt, and the demand for export has 
not been large; under these circumstances importers have shown an 
inclination not to press their Teas until January; this has given a some- 
what firmer feeling to fair to medium, and good medium to fine Congou ;

In our last report we noted a slightly improved tone in the market 
for Plantation Ceylon. This has since been maintained ; the offers of 

od and fair qualities Plantation at the public sales—of which there 
Ce been but avery limited supply—have gone off with spirit at an 
advance of 6d. to 1s. on last mail’s quotations, while the commoner 
descriptions have been moderatively active at fully former prices. 
Native Ceylon, which for some time past has been extremely dull, 
also exhibits some improvement, the quantities offered at recent sales 
having realised advanced terms. The absence of business in East Indian 
descriptions of Coffee other than Ceylon continues ; and no trans- 
actions are reported. 

The quantity of Ceylon Coffee afloat for Great Britain on the 13th 
Dec. was as follows :—Plantation, 82,779 ewt., against 92,172 cwt. at 
the corresponding date of 1868; Native, 20,277 ewt., against 29,317 
ewt.

The 
quantity of Coffee landed in the fifty weeks ended Dec. 11, 1869, 
was, of Ceylon, 39,591 tons, against 43,279 tons during the cor- 
responding period of 1868; of all descriptions, 68,681 tons, against 
67,759 tons. The quantity entered for home consumption was, of 
Ceylon, 10,418 tons, against 11,691 tons; of all descriptions, 18,150 
tons, against 18,770 tons. The quantity exported was, of Ceylon, 
25,961 tons, against 30,564 tons; of all descriptions, 44,951 tons, 
against 46,430 tons. The stock]on Dec. 11 was, of Ceylon, 14,212 
tons, against 11,011 tons; of all descriptions, 24,900 tons, against 
18,891 tons. 

SUGAR. 

There has been a fair demand during the interval, which has been 
liberally supplied by holders, many of whom appearing well satisfied 
to have an opportunity of realising, have not checked trade by trying 
for much advance. In some instances slightly higher prices have been 

d than were obtainable at the date of our last, and for most common 
and middling descriptions, although quotations cannot be altered, it 
must be observed that the selling value of quantities is really 6d. to 1e. 
per ewt. higher than it was a fortnight since, when buyers were disin- 
clined to purchase freely.
